The natWea are neither sold to slavery nor 
loaded with fetters j but their European con- 
c^uerors, men of education, of gentle nurture, 
of high and independent thoughts, and noble 
aims, endure a elavery of the mind incalculably 
more galliog. 

** Free colonisation will at least create a 
public opijucm. How a society may ealst, 
and in what state, ^thout this conditioo, is 
abundantly tlustiated by facts of every day's 
occurrence on the Indian continent. The 
action of arbitrary power requires to be check¬ 
ed by that wb<^esome liability to public die- 
oueaoQ which results generally in freedom. 
There are naoy petty tyrants, whose oppres- 
sot would cease as soon as they were con- 
vioced that certm miadeeda would hasvkably 
be ibllowed by the exposure frcan wind} they 
are now unfortunat^y too secure.

If any friend 
can, upon bis honour, recommend a ship to 
you, it would be wiser to postpone your voyage 
a month, or even t«o^ than to consign yourself 
to k perfect stranger: you «iU, ten to one, 
i gaio the lost time before you make land. An 
- ^ Jl unskilful oommander must be very extensivdy 
in the power of his first officer; and If the pas¬ 
sengers &e aeceadble^the chance ia that the 
young man is engrossed by social pleasares,-^ 
when your real advantage reqmres his alert¬ 
ness and vi^lance* in the navigation of the 
ship. Moreover, if b€ be presuming, hie airs 
of flcmaequeuce fiiay be rather more di&^reeable 
than Mytbiog but ezpenence can itoag^ae.

With all my moral courage, which you 
fancy abundaot, I suspect 1 am as great a 
phytietU coward aa euste.

Zn the whole of 
my paat Ufe 1 cannot recall a moment cor-, 
tespondent to this in the dilatation of heart, 
the TeviTal of energy, the con Bciousnees borne 
upon me that new and higher powers were 
Co ho developed and applied to ooXAet pu> 
poeee. Tea! that moment was fuU of a bright 
and deep happiness. 

Like aU earthly Ihii^a, even a long voyage, 
eternal as one is disposed to consider it, must 
Mmioace. Imagine, then, all our perils by 
sea fairly over, and behold us ascending the 
bonder at the third of the Indian presldendea. 

The harbour of Bombay has been so of^ 
described that one might as well think Of 
gratifying rile curiosity of an Bogl^man by 
a ^More of that o( Pcrtaaontb, which, how. 
snr, rUs is said to resenl^e very cdosely. 
The object whkb, on our eoming to an an. 
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cbor, most forcibly arresUd sj attmtiooj wm 
tbe tower of the distaot churcbi an ol^ect full 
of sweet and holy associatioQS to any ottferf^r 
who remembers his ^rly home. There a 
nothing remarkable in any of the public build* 
logs vtdble from the aocborage; barracks nod 
public*officee banog a atroog family Ukeoees 
everywhere. 

Bombay, to apeak gtatiadc^y, is « flme* 
riibiag and ioproTiog mty; most advaat^ 
geouely situated as a port for commerce, whh 
a hne and secure harbour, it is gradually 
becoming the emporium of merchandise ftca 
the East and from the West. Various 
edifices are in progress to adorn the Fort^ as 
it is called; the suborbs are coveted wilb 
buog^ows, possesstDg every advantage ti ub 
tuatioo; the soil ia rich, whilst topes of Cma 
in every diroction diversifj and adorn the laod* 
scape. The neviy-arrired trevdler is ccostaob' 
ly sun used with the various groupea of Hin¬ 
doos, Chicfeee, Pemans, Arabs, Parseas, Lts- 
core, and British saiion that are hunyiag <t 
aauQttfxag throu^ the streets o( (be fbrt. 
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£T«ry mociecit hi« attention is arrested by an 
object of oorelty. PaJanquins, hackeries, ban¬ 
dies, bug^gies, pass in succesdoo before hiin, as 
strange to his unaccustomed eye in their ap> 
pearance as the human brings to whose eon« 
Taoieocc they are appropriated. 

Amongst the most rerp^table of these pedes* 
trians, he distinguishes a class habited in clean 
and neat costume, whom he soon learns to de¬ 
nominate Parsees. Of appearance more ath¬ 
letic and stouter, and in complexion fairer than 
the Hindoos, they are also characterized by 
diat air of oecupatloo vbi^ marks the diriTiog 
tradesman and the wealthy tnerchant. They 
wear a coloured turbao of a chiotz-pattem, 
wHh a peaked, perpendicular crowo, widiout 
folds; their jacket is white, reaching down to 
die koees, and thrir drawers of the same ma- 
t«ial, rather loose, estend below the calf A 
great part of (he traffic of Bombay 1$ in ^ir 
hands, and io tfarir independent ha^ts they 
seem to dm to bear the same relarion to the re- 
moLning population, as the Quakers to that of 
England. Thor females wear an orieotal dra- 
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’peejf iVeqgeotly of cnmsott dlk, viUi a broad 
purple border, form log, io ooe |nec«, the head 
coverings aod the outer ganneDt of the body. 
They are cODaraody Tiaible carryiag huge vee- 
seU of water cm their heads, from the adjacent 
wells, recailiog all the Scriptural histones of 
Rehekah aod the princesses of Israel Uoder 
these burdeos tbeirgait is erect aod graceful, 
and dteir step fing. Tbeir aokJee are UDoover- 
ed, but their feet are clothed in a slipper with 
no hind-quarters, but pointed io froot, the 
extremity turning up in that maoner which is 
recorded as a prevaillog fashion in the reign of 
Richard the Second: whilst the MuasubattUB^ 
on the contrary, have the extraaiity of tbe slip¬ 
per broad and square, with a much smsOac 
peak; tbe material of both is iDoroeco*of 
lious coloara, embroidered* Tbe Paraee weoses 
are tall and findy formed: thor faces oral, 
tbeii features good, and their oounteosiMes 
expressive. 

The Paisees, (origiDally fuptira from Pms 
sia,) Ktaia tbdr socieDt worship, and are 
beta • Svay taoroing at tbe’ndog of tbe sun, 
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tiiey hail bim with thdr j)oma^, aad in the 
ev^iog they watch bis retiriog with the same 
devout observance. Ac tbe latter saasoo, when, 
for the benetit of the aea.bree7(e> I have been 
earned to the beach, I have observed on the 
dtoreianuoierable Ptfsaes, each iodindual at a 
distance from the other, breathing bis audible 
prayers to the luminary, whose last raya yet 
lay on the waters. Many have prayer-books, 
and all frequently bo7 their foreheads to the 
earth m Ormtal aalams. Few, however, were 
so engraved by their devodoDs as not to aaei a 
stray glance oo passeogais. 

The bouses of the wealthy Farseea are 
la^ft, and abound inVeoedana. Some of the 
ehiof. of them ocoaai<Aally give suoptuoua en* 
tertsdameots to the Eu* >pean residents, in the 
Elfish style, and no perscm, however elevated 
his radt may be, declines the mvitatio^. At 
aua.«sc, a lamp is always lighted at.tbe door of 
every iadividual of thU Bec4 which buns until 
the sus has risaL Coosideruig fire oa a sacred 
elemeet, (bey eee careful never to exdi^msh a 
bgfat by Mnathifig oa it,,slthou^ your serrant 
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Will eomprodiae between' hia coDvenieoce end 
his cooedencet by wAviog it to end from until 
some frieodl^ gnle ahall accomplish his purposfei 

The Dative women of this part *of India are 
not disUaguished for theif beauty. They Kt 
generally short> slouf, broad-faced, and dat^^sa- 
tured I saw, indeed, a few pleasing exeef^ 
tiotiB; araoDgst whom, I particularly remarked 
one youog girl, of dark-olive Mwplezioii, 
ctao features, and as .sweet m ex^weasko of 
countenance as 1 ever remember to have sees, 
notwithstanding the bad effect of the large 
nose-ring which ehe wore. 

One of the most painful objeeia 2 wiuieeMi 
was a leper. Amongst his dusky counttyw* 
he wandered aa a being on whom a vMihle eme 
has fallen i the akin of hjs whole body axlaWt- 
hig an unvaried hue of sctofulou^^iks pshk. 
Amoq^st Koropnans, las disease wnnld hwrt 
been less remarkable; but so totally distiaea 
from his d^k Asiatic brethren, be aeetied, 
deed, aa outcast, rejected by couptry, bo*», 
andlDEflge. 

accwTOmed to- the varioos emds 
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that fiU the streets of London, ererj stranger 
must be sensibl}' affected on his first arrival at 
Bombay, the extreme aod uncouth noises 
and violent gesticulatioo with which the na- 
dm are accustomed publicly to express their 
anger with each other.

ft was asserted, a few yean liuee, that ‘ 
this race might often boast in its veins the 
Mood of Jenghii Khan and Auruogsebe—an 
Baaardon the absurdity of which dx months^ 
residence here abuodently evidences The pre-' 
Jvidlces of the natives, both Hindoo and Mus- 
tulffiavo, with regKd to what Huy denonuaMe 
caste, are too often thrust on yoyr notice to 
escape knowledge. Native wooho of the 
higher class are never the mothers o^c^ddren 
Bnropeazis; on the contrary, tbiK women 
an gentfaUy of the very lowest dass, fra* 
qaeotlj meniaU of the most degraded deecrip- 
tion, and aa ignorant of (he moral obligadoos 
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of ohosCitj and fideiU^ ea midnigbc durkoott of 
intellect can reoder tbem. Scarcely elerated 
aboTC tbe le^ of tbe bcaats tliat pery3> tSia 
glimmering of reason they posseo ia Juat eu& 
eient to teach ihetn cuoniog, treachery, aod 
petty theft. During tbe first five or six, aad 
sometimes ten or twelre years of bfs, thdfi 
uofortUDBte chUdrea—the childm lihevne of 
» European gs/Ukrtum — ait left, to tbeir 
comp&oioiiBbip, havii^ no sddltlofld aod^ 
ty but that bearers aod otbrr MCTBStai 
and almost always unacquainted with any 
other language. After tbia period they 
grate to acme “ EaUbliabmrat fior T^hiig 
Ladies" at hladras or Calcutta, vbere they 
are taught much that every ihmkiiig auu 
would bia wi& or dau^tcr to forget with 
all poesbU expedition. A paaaioe for adoiira* 
tion asd dfoes is generally—ti naiTemlly, ooe 
of tbeii aoquiremeata, and tbeir taste, ae 
usual, bad in propordoo to its eilravagaoeei 
for tbe same waat of mind which produces tbe 
dedrc, of course pervafts its directioo. 

A young man leaves Goglsod as a cad^ or 
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writer, buojaot ia hope of OHentd splendour 
that is to realize the g^orgeous pictures of 
the Arabiaa tales. He dreams of vales so fer> 
tUe as soareely to require the ardticlal aid of 
culture—of ease so entire, as to be ioterrupted 
by 00 exertion, but the pursuit of pleaaure—of 
wealth to be acquired with equal speed and 
facility, and honours to be aitaioed at no dia« 
taut period. And what is the reality to the 
miliUry man ? He soon discovers, that his 
tncotM doea oot suffice to supply hie actual 
waota, thAt it’oanaot meet the positive require- 
reants of the climate. To incur debt is easy, 
«ad tide leads to present extravagance and fu¬ 
ture ruio, or at best, to so protracted a resi.

Baactity, according both to the doctrine and 
practice of the Hindooi, is but a seriei of auc* 
caieive inflictione of ielf>torture; eonacquently 
he raaha moat Mgidy in their eetimation, and 
raoeivaa the largoet portion of thdr reverence, 
who voluntarily aadurei the moat excruciating 
paisa. Moral excellence they neither under* 
Btaud nor appreciate. In their religious books, 
iodeed, detached senten^ ns ay be found that 
eeeot to^Jooulcate morality as an object more 
worthy of practice than mere ceremonies; such, 
bowerer, are but insulated passages, the great 
mass of their docUinee tending to produce, and 
actually produdog, amongst their djsoiples, 
directly coDteary Impressimas, as the following 
facts will teed^.

As ^e raok the female ttst holda 
in the commnoity is umrenally regarded as a 
criterioQ from which a judgnmt may be foniN 
ed hf tbe d^ree ol drUiaalimt a nation kw 
attained, we are compelled to place the Hia^ 
doos on the very lowest step of tbe scale 
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From husbands to wiTes, personal Violenca of 
the most cruel and brutal kind, sometimes even 
to deathf is of common occurrence. The hus¬ 
band, moreover, Has ^ power of divorce on 
almost ever; pretext with which caprice, paa- 
lion, or revenge, can furniah him. The w&men> 
on the cootrar;, can never regaun their freedom 
fVom this tie, how aevere soever may be the 
suffcrioga it entaila on them. 

Amonget the higher orders of Hindoos, ae 
well aa Musaulmauns, the whole life of women 
paaaea within the walla of the Zenanah In the 
strictest confinement, a restraint from which the 
poverty of their husbands, and the necessity of 
their performing variou'a ofRces of labour, ex* 
erapts the poorer classes. The minds of all 
ire most depbrably neglected, tbe leaft possi¬ 
ble degree of culdraiioo being carefully with* 
holden. Nothing cao mote finrclbly illustrate 
their degraded condition than the simple fact, 
tbit they ve Dot permitted to eat with their 
husbciDde. Amongst tbe lower orders, the 
most laborious offices are perfbnned by tbe 
women, sud) aa the tiling of bouses, beating 
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chuawB, cteryiDg h«vy bu:^*, fcc.

Sir W- JonM himself has said, “ Perjury 
seems to be committed by the meanest, and 
encouraged by some of the better sort among 
(he HiodAos aod Mueeulmauns, with as little 
remorse as If fc were a proof of iogenulty, or 
even of merit.^ I have heard a magistrate do> 
clan that he could procure any number of wit¬ 
nesses to vouch iny fact whatever, at the price 
of nn a/tna an caih f 

The reftrence which they entertain for their 
pneeta, the Brahmins, probably exceeds that 
with which aay other nation regard the nunls- 
ten of Vi^r religion. The ShaaCers are com- 
pHations tending to enslave tnankiod in the 
most cotopkte mental thraldom fo chat class of 
the community inth whom reats tbclr ioterprc- 
(atloD, and for whose exaltation and pre.emi- 
oeoce they appear to be eapraasly 'written. 
Even tbe inosC absolute Hindoo prinoas have 
always beea^ those yei remainiog.Dn tbe nctlve 
musnuds still contiDue to be-^ubservieot to 
the will of the &ahmins> bending their legis. 
Ut^ve tyranny to the tyranny of priesthood, 
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with AD awed acd tinid revereDce axMedij% 
that paid by the cno$i bigoted Aonaa Gatholie 
-pnnce to the iafaliiblo He&d of hie ehurvb. 
The anoguce of the pH^ ia imbibed from 
diose aoureet froin which he dnws hio code of 
religious belief. There he leant that be it 
equal with hit Oodt and superior to hitprio^; 
coosequeotly, that be it ahore oil law^ aid 
possestea ia a pre^mioeot d^r^ ia hia on 
pereoD, the ** ri^t diri&e" of doiog oo wrong. 
Hear what their own Sacred Volumet declare: 

The Brabmio't power, which depeadi on 
hiiDself, is greater than the rojal power, whwb 
depeudt on other men The Br^oct who 
thaJl retam hit meoiory the Big Yedaa, 
sliall obtain Salvation aod bliae, eren if he 
shflil have slain three worlds.’’ * 

Tbe pef8c« of a Brabmin i« coaadeved 
tacred, and bloiaelf tmpeec9^& To eotertatn* 
BrahiciDS sumptuously, it ooixtaatly iacul* 
caCed on the Hindoos; abuse of a Brahmio 
subjecta tbe offender to death by totoiw; 
Stealing one, to death by dm This com* 
Iributea m so ttoall degree to dll the miadt of 
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the cmiltitudd with ftw« of them; and the Igno* 
TADce is which they are plunged aoU as a 
powerhil auxiliary. They are prohlhited from 
readiog the Sacred Books, eod just such por¬ 
tions era oomnsimiceted as most direetly tend 
cb nngmtSit their TenoratioD for the prieelbood. 
They are isstrooted is tho perform an ce of 
certain oeremoniee, on which they are taught 
to believe that ikur salvation depends. TIteir 
laitb in an absolute fatality absolves them from 
a depeoisDco on tho issue of morality, and 
praoludes tbeit repenting of a guilt which 
eeei&s cottpelled upon them by the invincible 
BeeflMily«^the dark Atys. Moreover, their

if Keeessary,. therefore, that the favour of the 
priest should be secured at evoy risk. The 
Shaster permits occasioiud’ lying, and nenv the 
dootnoe is incaloated/ riiat in the service ofra 
Brahmin it is not only allowable but meritO' 
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rioua i (h$refor«, to tecui^ tfae dented 
UoD, ^(uy 60ot^ cIm readiest aod noB 
efGcaoious means. Thus to arrira at iht truth 
in tbs drft'sod cuUt&rj oourts, vhm oatirses 
are parties or evidence, a attended with at 
moac iasiirmouQtable difficulty. 
poadve falsehood, their evsaroMM, tbdr 
provorbud unwiUii^Mss to give a direct shtta* 
moit, or afford a direct ansver to anj ^ue^ 
doD, char eso^aratioos, rasidtis^ a a great 
measure htaa the genius of tbw laoguage, 
their clouds of meta^or s&d bjpeThots, the 
superfluous cireutnsUcces with wUoh they 
OTerloed every narratioo, render it one of the 
most tedious and tryiog tasks imagnAW to 
iflvesdgaU th^ coaplaiaU, dr to decide M 
th ^if eaosea. It seons a trial of ikeer sagaes^ 
to outdie each other. 

It is the ptflicy of tho BnlnmB* to make 
their owD caste the sole dopoetcory of know* 
ledge. Aware that its diffumon Is the em- 
municaCion of power and of freailSQ, th^ 
kaow that their deapotha must oeua» thefr 
intfuenca, thair honours, and their wealth 
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e 7 aporat«y if onM the avenues of science are 
open to the vulgar, if onco they are permitted 
to inquire aod to investigate. It is to be 
liopedf nevertheless, that a spirit is abroad 
with healing on its winga. At the seat of 
goT^rnmeDt a wonderful change is effsetiog; 
XBon of the higher orders are. beginning to 
aouineipete themselves from the triple fetters 
in which more thou three thousand ages have 
ibund tliera. They are associated with Eu¬ 
ropeans, in literary and scientific societies, u 
well M ia other uodertakings. They publish 
a journal in their own language, and printing 
is likely to be as eflicaeious in abolishing tbeir 
superstitions, as it has been universally proved 
Uie mightiest engine in the amclioratiou of the 
intellectual acd social condHicn of the nations 
of tbe West* Tlie throwing of a greater por* 
tim of wealth Jo to the bands of other classes, 
which baa beeo the effect of our interoourse 
with tbeo; most also produce beneficial effects, 

Aowy paibaps, in tbeir opeia^on, but cer¬ 
tain in their ultimaftdssue. 

No political constitution ever was more ad*' 
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v«rM to tb« progreia of bteOect ^oa thti 
esiablisbed by the Hindoo law*. Bouod by 
them to follow the Vocation of hi* father, how* 
ever contrary to b!* geoiu*, hostile to hit feeU 
ings, or humiliftting to bis ambitioD, a son must 
remain for ever in the same sphere in whk^ b« 
was bora, and from which, as neither beraniB 
nor talent can derate hia, the stkuilue Ct» 
both is withdrawn. No arutocracyio £ezr^^* 
ereo approaches to that eaelusive spirit wbkh 
separates the Brahmin from the other orden, 
and place* an eternal and impassable gulf be^ 
tween him and the unfortuDate Pariat that 
race bom to baar the curse, “ alteoi to tb# 
cocnmonwsalth" of their brethren,—>*^bewen 
of wood and drawers of water,'*'>-sconMd and 
ontoaat—onA e ered by bopa—tneapabla of ob* 
taimng condderadon from tbeit Idnd—shot 
out from the social tie, u if foredoomed to 
vice, ** bating and hateful." Bot, under the 
British government, they recover, ia some d^ 
gree, their privileges, and naturally becMSb 
attached to rulers, under whom they arf a^ 
cure in the possession of the fruits of tbeir 
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iodusCrj i and, being a numerous body of 
file people, (hey are neyer despicable as ad< 
hereoCs. 

The respect entertaioed by (be Datives for 
oar superior prowtas, our acquiremcDts, aod 
our science, is doubtless n grand ,-hi principal, 
seouritj for the preservation of our influence 
here. Another powerful causa existe io the 
heirriiiip of implacable comity and hatred that 
exiata between the Muisulmaun and Hindoo 
population, who seem never to lose, the £ret 
the Itanghtiness aod tyraany of conqu^ors, 
and the latter, the vindictive fceliogi of the 
conquered and oppressed. It would be dif» 
ilcult to And a motive suiScieotly strong (o 
uaite them in enterprise, far less to ensure 
that uoaoimity amoogst their leaders, that 
faith aod that secrecy on wbi^ the suoceaa 
of every coGObinatioa—espedally of every con- 
a^^iscy—must depend. 

** To leave the natives,’' s^s Dow, ** eo- 
dtely to their own laws, would be to ootuign 
them to oaaKhy and confusm. The inha¬ 
bitants of Beogal are divided into two rebgioue

Tbe abc^kbo of a rit% 
to which die naixves have adhered with e& 
traoidiaary tenacity for ages, has bra Rent¬ 
ed without the Least symptom of comuoduk 
Many of the most distbguxshed Hindoos have 
advocated this mearare of tbe govenanent 
warmly, and the slight oppositba which was 
rabed by the mercenary class of the prieMhoo^ 
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hp9 «V9poTATtd id 6 few Utters conveyed to 
the public by the mediura of the pres^, end in the 
convening of n neet^g which got up ft remon- 
sUftDce to govemmeot, that died a neturel 
death) as (he Ust cry of woro^ut prejudices 
generally exhales itself. 

One great obstructioo to the redemption of 
the nttives from their present ftbuminiible ido 
Utry is, that it eocouragca and administers to 
ftUutbeir most violent pasiinue and ooic de¬ 
praved appetites. Christianity is an arena of 
pKpituftl condicta tvith self, ioculoaiiug the 
e#rerea< restraint on the first, and the strictest 
ielf*denial of the latter. Moreover, they are 
of perception so gross, as to be Uttlc suioep- 
dbU of wpree^ons from any objects but those 
which strike vividly on the senses { heoce, 
piobably, the policy of their priests adopted 
dse expedient of those fre^uenjly recurring 
pagesiots, which flatter thisft^petiie» and increase 
It by eaoouragcrDeat t alfnesi every action of • 
life has Its appropriate ceremony, every do¬ 
mestic event, every change of season. The 
result of an attempt to wtodify Christiftiiity to

iheir apprebenaiona, abundanil; ma&ifest in 
the Romeo Catholicism of the Detive Portu- 
gueae, vbicb ia in notlifog leae abeutd and 
idolatrous than Hiodooiam. CbrisUaciCj» lo 
iu refonned mode, is a vorahip so purely 
spintuai, that nothing less than the IHnoe 
ogencj seems likely to be effective, to causi^ 
it to be adopted as the real belief of the na- 
tivea of this climate, in thdr preseot meotal 
darkness. Wedded to pomp aod splendor, 
they despise a dmplicity which they have not 
intellect enough to venerate; eogrossed by the 
most determined sensuality, vbat to iketn ia 
the hope that is apiri^ual? Dafzled by ^ 
voluclary tortures of their Yogeee and Ya* 
naasees, they would discern nocbbg to oocn^ 
peosate iot (he losi of thia ** wfO-wnfaldp” ia 
the ^cnfioe c£ a bumble aod cootcitn spiiiu" 
It is probaUe that the diffoaioo of knowledge 
will prepare tbe way for (he reoepdon of 
vine truth, ^ refiolng aod purifying thor 
minds, gradually, hut surely; by 
tbe human mtellctg rbove the bruto tmm t 
by weakening, and ereitually dertrojir^ their 
vou I. f 
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prejudice. Whether this imtnen&e improve¬ 
ment of their meDtal powers, this communicA- 
tbn of the migitf of more] streogch, be desirable 
in a political point of view, is not to enter 
into our condderation as As sove¬ 

reigns, it ie^ur duty to ameliorate the con¬ 
dition of our subjects; and in our other higher 
character, as the depositaries of sacred truth, 
we are never to forget, that to be a meaiia 
of avMgebssing the world, is part of the 
tenure by srhicb we bold our. privileges i and 
we Ought, in fiseling that we bare nothing 
whioh Aet did not receive,*’ to acknowledge, in 
every'action, our eonvietlon that the light is 
gtvtto to*us, not to be “hidden under a 
buebol,'' but to be poured forth by every 
poseble Bveaue, on “every nation^ and tongue, 
and kindred, and laoguage" under hea^.

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said sbe had three distinct species of vanity— 
vamey of beauty—vanity of wit—and above 
aU. vanity of maai^ment. 8he piqued berself 
OD an osr ipiriiuely which gave a charm, ahe 
coo^vedj to sharp, heea, and irreguUr fea- 
nrea. She iW bun fur ; fifteen years' sojourn 
in India had not improved her complexion^ but 
ea rmne^e, it had not diminished her satisfac¬ 
tion with ir. Her skin was perfectly guilileai 
of wrinkles,' and looked remarkably wall by 
0 Mdlo>ligh(, and with the aid of a little rouge 
and ,a erilioal aaeonineot of colours.

Ego^ssa 
must be a consrituent part of such an idioayn> 
erasy. Bang of immense Imporcanoe to ber< 
sd;^ sbe believed that others ^arod her senti¬ 
ments. Thus her economy of her time and her 
fortune —i)er hour de a Uver ti de u -cou- 
cAer—how she fat sod how she got thin, 
wbat she ate, what she drank, what she said, 
wbat she dreamt, ail furnished her with 
pressed too f^uently.oa tbe attentioD of most 
unwilling haarer& She was H^al ioUho»t 
biisig gentrma sbe gave pecuniary assistaoca 
with an unsparing band to all her needy 
friends; but then she liked to have tbe kht of 
it, and to be paid by applause. Sbe did cot 
draw upon henaj^ery for what she conceived 
good actions done hen. Sbe was clearly of 
opinion that the pordou of fame a person really 
eojoya, is just dtat of which he ffeels, bears, and 
f 5 
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the swMtnese. She required iocemat 
TnaDiiestsdoDS of the gretitude of those she 
benefited I until they eometimei euepected that 
tKe pajment wee much heavier and more bur> 
daaeoma (ban a quadrupled payment in kind. 
Baeidee, she had no idea of what call dtlU 
MVj/ in each matters If you were poort why 
wieh CO conceal it P Why eutfer embarrassment 
wheov the course of oooTereation, she alluded 
ex^dcly So your circumiUncee in Che presence 
^atraogenP Old you blush to be cibUgtd to 
her P Were you aahaned of Isoing grateful ? 
Long and loudlyhelie argued in ibis manner, 
tiniif'tbe moec favoured of her protdgde felt 
cheasdveethe vidtima«of her vtnicyi aad width, 
ed beneath the galling libciUfty that had given 
them gold indeed, but compelled them to leate, 
drop by drop, tW bitteroesi of that cup which 
her Qgotiaa perpetua^ obliged them to drink. 

CmfidiDg iai|diatly in her aawiirfiin, ^ 
had eeuftiel for every oontiagecM^ and her own

Therefore she demanded that all jour re^Os 
your judgment, far more your feelioga aad 
prejudices, should be disregard on the 
icrengtb of her dictum. BeJieviog hmelf co 
see so much more clearlj thaa «tber people>^be 
treated tbe objeota of her immediate opera> 
dons as absolutely b^od, and aeexned to expect 
that they should imbibe the same couTiction. 
She was, in every respect, aji elaboration of ac¬ 
tivity i and her dinner-partis and her evenaog 
parties coat her a butilt of occupa^ont vrbii^ 
very fie« constkuCmns could endure in <UQr <di- 
mate, and lebich, io this, seemed to thraMn 
abacdate death. TherArs ^^ hen tbe tftoe of 
tlie asmbling of hm* guesta drived, dse vae

pu^like pro|^sity of pufijng, until her eelfon* 
Sation pro<lucea a auspension of natural anima¬ 
tion, and ahc complaina at dnding herself re* 
dufiad to that eUto of quielbence which forms 
the fihiaf lAeesag of every mao, woman, and 
child* who la compelled to endure tbg hoirrors 
of bor aoquaiptaoei." 

Ura. Eay&ood had her p*ty, and Vernon 
waa. ahent. The table groaned uo^er the 
pleo^ of an Indian dinner, and gUtteivd* with 
its oeetlloess. There was, as usual, one im- 
tnense counc, succeeded by sweetmeats and 
fruita, a dcsMrt, in fact, placed on the table^^ 
fore tbecloth was withdraws.

y«ui^ wmw who, by martying tharnghtleiely, 
put themeelTes out of the reach of tKo« com- 
imf oDd indulgence! which alone can render 
India tolerable^ and pr«!ed on the view of her 
liileoer the attention paid to half a doaen 
married women whoee inocxaes afforded 
all the iplendoure of lif» Row waa young, 
flexible, nerer of very sOong mind, and edu¬ 
cated for India- She liked VernOB paewng 
and any manifestation of oppodtion to 
her attadvment on the part of hef proiectreas 
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oiigXc Lare bad the effect of coofirmiDg that 
atUcbment. But sbe had been taught to pl«s9 
a high value oa pofltk>n, and the luuriea 
that 4ttod large incomes aad supeiic»r ra4k> 
She had not strength of lalnd suMcteot to face 
the aerere ecooomy vhioh must mark a $ubal> 
tern's life, or condemn him to perpetual debt 
and exile. She Sirted with VemoD, without 
any inteotioo of marry log him, and accepted 
at length,—thrice happy moment of Mra Ray> 
mood'a ambition !—Mr. Arnold, the Collector, 
who Itad bson seorchod beneath fiva-ao^^ennt^ 
summer suds in India, without any worse 
effects than liver,* corpulence, and a saturnine 
complexion. 

Vernon thought himaelf jilted, and was high¬ 
ly Indignant. But these more vtejent asMCions 
eocm die « natural death in a tropioal diaate. 
Mrs. Anwld was <{uUe the fashioD; she gave 
DiagniSceut parties,—sported superb ei^ulpagea,

V«to 
non was one of the guesia; but aa Mr. 
bimself waa also there to auperiuteod tbe eQs$t 
of tbe ardat, and amiabif UDCc^wcioufi that 
ocher pertoa was at the same dene superhK 
(endiog the appearance and attitude of tbe 
exceedingly pretty original, Mrs. Baymoad 
thought she could not very plausibly CDeniion 
the circumstance tu Rose, as objeodboabla* At 
length tbe dtliifg waa a^d there seamed 
to be a tack struggle be^veeo Mrs. Raynoed 
md Mr. VenioO to compel* the other to depart.

actloos. She fbegog that woman’s firet attempt 
at coeoeolmeat is die &at ed mission of the 
* eerpeotifitoEdea. 
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Mrs. EUymond f«lt h«r»e]f coostaotly bailed 
ID aU her attempts at ^ning a with 

Rose; but she had no cause of compUiot. 
Urs. Arnold slva/s receiTed her visits vfth 
the greatest pleasure, indeed with ao unusual 
appearance of affectios, but then she was 
oever alone, not for one minute, wblUt Mre> 
Hajmoud remained with her. Rose also paid 
frequent visits to her uncle,^very devoir of 
this kind was punctually fuldlled,—but sha 
always csme attended with such a rutfk7rrre,*as 
Mt&. Raymond called it, that any cont3d«mtial 
intercourse was out of the question. And this 
lasted for more than a mouth, 'until Mn. Ray< 
mood's temper begau to lose its equanfmi^, 
and bar vezatloo at being oia-mcnauvr^d by 
a chdl^ as abe called her ^eiefe, mingled s^e 
resentjoeof with ber better feelings.

No bdebi^d oo earth oonld be more induU 
gent. It seemed as if tba chief gratification 
bis largo income afforded ^im, was to admU 
Sister to her testa for Jewels and equipages, 
and those delights which are generally most 
coveted by (be young, He was pleased to 
be considered by her the very kindest being 
of her acquaiatantie, aod he reoeived ber lively 
chaoks lor every proof of his attaehment, 
with the fond delu^n that they originated 
m that mingling of lore and ^titude whioh 
coDStitutee, probably, die best prhiciple of 
conjugal affsotioa. And now to be so rudeiy 
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awak^aed to be that be vigbt 
be a dupe, the dupe of a mere «hoa he 

petted as a pUjChio^, and whoae oature be 
bad deemed aa guUeleee aa that of the juaC- 
fledged bird Chat makes its Erst flight fr«ea 
the parent oest ! Mr. Arnold vas dcanp ia te l y 
overcome: an ioetaot lutflced to cmrert tba 
^^EsiJk of Lumaa kiodoaea'' with wbidi Im 
heart abounded into gall Hia rehement id- 
dignaCioD assumed a character the DKsre for* 
midable from his general state of qulesceneo 
and equauiotty* It waa long bA^e Oolood. 
Rajcnond could parsuade him to adopt Wfh 
maaauree aa weret&eceMarj at ooce to eecaiv 
hia wife’s virtue and her repulatioo. He 
coodeizuied the Colooeh hfra. Ba^EDoed, aod 
hiaadf, lor thar blaiseable bliodnaia; he 
ecratod Vamoa for bia tnediCated eia against 
eeei7 law of monlltj, ever^ bood of bos’ 
IHtality: be altenatel/ exaggerated aad 
tceuated the weakseea, the meditated iogri^ 
tUudef ^ .But tbe stormy mood 

exhausted itself at length hy iU vidaoco; aad 
«hea dto Col<a^ left bim, be was aadA d 
vou I. 0 
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cbat he wouM immediately adopt that coiuee 
oC oooduct which weu most likely Co result 
Id the preeef vaiion of bis honour, and the re- 
denption of his happiness. 

Mrs* Eaymood was perfectly eara^^e.that 
th* OoIoDe] bad vcBtured on this important 
step without aakiog her advice or opinion.

aotuall; li?iQg in Mr. Verooii'a qiurters. 

The oext cfreu!n»tanc« to which public fit- 
teudon waa directed wu & duel between the 
deserted bn abend end the criroisil lover. The 
whole proceeding wee conducted with the 
greeicst regularity. There waa nothing that 
could poeaibly be construed into the slfghteac 
tlnoture of unfairness in either par^. But 
Mr. Arnold found hit satitfcction in death, 
and Mr. Vernon honourably added the cha¬ 
racter of murderer to that of seducer and 
adulterer. 

Mn. Raymond's agony was boundless. Her 
oonscieuce upbraided her incessantly with her 
ill-judged ioteHerencc.

A LEGEND OF BBRAR. 


It was a momiog delicious as bad ever 
dawned on the fruitful province of Berar. lo 
the moDCb of November the blue of the sky 
was lees deep than io the summer months; 

* but its radiance was as intense and as unsha¬ 
dowed^.^ a dogle cloud. There it lay in ita 
repose as an upper ocean, becalmed, clear* 
glassy, and transparent; and cool aira brewed, 
beneath it, calbng the animal spirits into play, 
whilst every pulse of Nature seemed (o beat 
healthful muse. The sun was vivid, and Iml* 
liant erill; but its rays had lost their scotcIl* 
ing fervour and their exhaustlog power. The 
whole earth was covered with a livery of cheer¬ 
ful and healthful green,—the evidence the 
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hiliag of the rains that bad so lately passed 
away> leaviog' {deoty and fertility m thdr 
tract. Tbs whole district was richly cultivated 
con and pasture-land, thickly peopled with 
Dumerous villages, afid the road which wound 
through it was so weQ defined as to preys that 
intercourse was frequent and great, . 

The summit of one of the loftiest of a range 
of bids that rune by the village of Ramteek, fs 
crowned by a pagoda of extraordinaty note. 
Ritherj at stated seasons, resort princes, nobles, 
and paopla, to perform caremonies, and ofiar 
sacrifices io propitiation of the god. And in 
the evening, during such season, the vast pile, 
splendidly illumioated, shioes like a meteor 
before the ayes of the distant trayniler, to 
whom, under these dicuostauce^ it is tki* 
hie whan yet many miles divide him from 
it. Fireworks invade the territosaa of the 
Bi^t-hirds, and at mtarvals (ha pale blue 
lights shed thdr cadar&^Mis hue over groups of 
votaries winding in processon up (he steep 
aiont And waU do ihe revennes of the 
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printly Brahmios there teatif/ to the profu¬ 
sion with'which the moat pmlKoiuouB Hindoo 
Will decorate Ids altars, well satisfied with the 
profit of such expenditure,—a state of supe¬ 
rior enjoyment in bis next transmigration. 

The festival iu the year to which tbU sketch 
refers, 17 >., bsd been marked by peculiar 
splendour. It was the first that bad occurred 
since the accession of the present Rajah, and the 
detbropement of the late sovereign. Bravely 
bed the unfortuoate prince contended for the 
preservation of his dominions, until gradually 
his troops, allured by the better fortune of bis 
rival, deserted from his standard, and swelled 
the host of his foe. Above all, the foul deftt- 
UoQ of his fbrnier favourite and mlDister, Bhee- 
auah, had so disheartened his few resnaiaiog 
adherents, that even those who were not faith¬ 
less enough to array themselves against him, 
were too timid to brave further conflicts, and 
returned, under the shade of darkness, to their 
own homes. Alone and helpless, therefore, it 
seemed that he had bowed to stem necessity. 
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And sought th« belter of sooie iinp«Detraljle 
Mncealojeot The fallen prince was heard of 
00 mor^. 

Amidst rejoicings* m loud as they were 
gTOUndl&s, the preaeot lUjah ascended the 
musdud. Bheemiah siiU continued about the 
court, but he occupied no distingui^ed po> 
sidon there. If he had ever eotertUDed hopes 
that such was to be the reward of his trea' 
djery, they were disappointed. Bbeemiah was 
treated by the sew sorernga with cordiality, 
—was the partaker of bis siaster'a revelry, 
the ttwnpAnion of his sporty sometimes the 
paader to hm pleasures, but not bis counsellor. 
And his spirit became dark, for air- 

bidous, fond of pre-emloeDce,, above a^a lover 
of power; and he ate bitterness, when he felt 
that he uKM toed, hul hi was not rrvited. 

Tba Rs^ah a bold.and daring mam Ue 
cbeee fais imniaten with sagacity, an#e 2 erciaed 
extraoedinary sway over the minds of his imme¬ 
diate dependants, by that strength of will and 
fearleesnese pf cooaaquances, wblcb assumes the 
appearance of power of ouod, and, for the most 
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part, produces the same practical eflects. Like 
all mcpnarcha who that they held their poa* 
sesnona by an insecitre tenure, he was desirous 
of attaching to himself a band of firm adhe> 
rents, in the persons of his army and their 
leaders. Honours and emoiuments, therefore, 
fell to the share of those whose favour lie was, in 
fact, solidtang, wbdst his subjects were gronod 
by a load of oppressive imposts, the produce 
of which went to defray (he expenses of hie 
past war, and to furnish preparations to meet 
the possibility of a future one. Consequently 
Che nation, in general, were beginning to r^ret 
the inonai'ch they bad deposed, and Co conCrast 
the ease Of his peaceful rule with the esactiops 
of thes^9^«« stirring times. The Rajah was 
by no means ignorant that the spirit of diaoon- 
Cent was abroad, and in every proud throb of 
his heart be felt, let hi^ rival appear oa the 
stage agalh, and the results of a conflict might 
be,—bow widely diflereot 1 

It was the last morning of the festival. The 
concluding rite had been performed, and the 
Rajah and his suwarrae wound, in long and

magoiticent procMnon, down the sacred pre^ 
clncts of the Temple. A loQg Hoe of elephants, 
with their crimsoo trappings and gilt howdahs, 
paced slowly and majestically onwards, bear¬ 
ing the prince and hie nobles i and there were 
proud war.horses snu/Rng the wind, with 
“ thunder on their necks," “smelling the battle 
afar off," and carrying apear-mco, and “men 
of renown." And then there was a gorgeous 
cavalcade of scarlet palanquins concealing the 
Begum and her ladies from the vulgar gaze ; 
and a Dum^ous retinue of guards, with tbdr 
gay turbss and babilimmts, adding to the 
picturesque variety of the scene. Gaiety was 
on every brow, whatever might be bidden in ihe 
heart, for the Rajab went to bold a with 
Hs court at his summer palace of Nuggerdun^ 
V«y recently had that fortrbs, for such ii 
was, been erected, and with eager curiosity the 
ockurt stopped before (he prnal to examine its 
carved omaments, and to otter such encomU 
uoa as am ever ready for the possessions of a 
prince. The oozopUeated machinery of iti 
fastpoings at permitted their enfrancei 

the dissonanf hand stationed in a guarAroom 
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&V^ve MQt forth a crash of sound; all daacend. 
ed from their various carriages, aad irith the 
elow etiquette of ao lodiao court, entered 
through an iooer door into the gardeos. 

Every fruit of the season,'every flower of 
the clime, bloomed there. Nucnerous fouotaiiu 
threw up thrir glittering waters in the sun, and 
long terraced walks offered a smooth pathway 
to the guests. The air was loaded with the 
richest perfumes of the East, and all things 
tempted to Teraain there. But the prince held 
a durbar in his halJ» and all nature's beau¬ 
ties—all the decorations with which art had 
invested them—became isvisihieto eyes intent 
on udvaruement- The throng hastened to the 
durbar, as insects to the taper; and the gar¬ 
dens, lovely as they were, were deserted— 

The day had long since waned, and the mirth 
of the meeting bad gradually sunk into silence 
the voice of the nautch was hushed, and tbe 
forms which had floated a light were seen do 
more. It was midnight, and the moou'e cre^ 
cent was on tbe very verge of tbe horizon. Tbe 
sUrry heavens were looking out on stiUnefls,^loT 
ci the living things that moved beneath them, 
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oo thsX apotf Dooi broke tbe uUnce, and tbe 
uplifted eyei that anevered the glances of 
(hose stars, seemed as pregnant with unutter* 
able syateries.

eould entertmn a reasonable hope of^^our being 
spaw^ te me for years f 'Why did any other 
thought ever cause me a sigh or a tear? J 
often dwell oo tke conversations we naed4o hold 
together, Freda^c; perhaps we were wrong tn 
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«ndeavourii3g to penetrate into mjateries be* 
yond thie sphere of existethce, farther thao baa 
been revealed. It U a dark and awful rallej 
that separates life from death, and what mattera 
it to ua whether it be peopled, and with what f 
I am, indeed, not h^py i I seem alwa^ t» 
bear the thunder, and to be within reach of cbe 
lightajpg." • 

** The stroke has fallen," ebe wrote again. 
“ You will grieve for me; ay dearcrt mother 
died three months since. You •will not woodec 
tliat I have not written before; Indeed I have 
not had the heart to do so; it seemed to me a 
treason to her memory to tluok of any subject 
connected with hope. But now, 1 come to you 
for advice and dlreotion, which our engagement 
and our affection gives me a right to aek, aod 
you a right to afford. You know the small in* 
econe on which wa fbnneiiy eubssted was only 
a pension for my mother's Ufe—consetiueotly, 
now ft is withdrawn; and the little fund she so

** u net all rotes r d^ed Wilmer, as 
be fioidted tbe last letter. The death of Mrs. 
Scerobof affected him painfully, but the dis- 
posal of 6ophia was a much more interesting 
poi^t to be considered. The irrerocable past 

a 

was beyond bis pow^, and he set himself 
seriou^y to decide on hia views for tbe future. < 

AraidsI all tbe difficuldes of the situation 
in wMcb f^y and frailty bad, placed him, let 
it not be supposed that Wibtken Ibr a moment 
heeitated on dWiping that Im wuon with 8ophn 
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should b« eflected with all posable speed A 
very little celculAtioa sulBced to show, bow 
much less e:tpeDave and difficult her comlog 
out CO India iismediately would be, Chaa his 
returning to England for the purpose of escort* 
log her If he were indeed able Co obtain a 
year's furlough oo urgent private afiairs,^ 
be would draw no pay during that period, ajad 
he must Incur a large debt to deftay bU eondo- 
gent expenses; whereas, it would not be difficult 
to borrow a sum sufficient for Sophia’s outfit, 
which, by severe economieiDg during the interval 
of the passage of bis letter to England, az»d her 
voyage out, he felt confident he should be able 
to repay before her arrival. TbU plaa wai 
carried into instaat czecutioQ :^tbe, money, 
after some demure on the part of Agents, ^t>* 
cured by ejecting an insurance of bis Kfe, and 
despatched with an invitation ardent, piwsdng, 
and, as appeared fiom the result, irr^lstible. 

Thus far Wilmer's plan had advanced ra* 
pidly and eaidly Co ezecucioo. But by fisr the 
most difficnlC task remained; he frit it imptnu

** I need Dot relate to you aU my argumeols 
and perauaeioDs, because to me ‘ oothiog so 
tedious as a twice-told tale.' You may inugioe 
the rloleoce of a natire woman, and the SU' 
perior energy of her language, which, you 
know, is 00 DO occauoo limited by the re- 
stralois of commoD decency. She threwtens 
you with all manner of erll and vengeaueei 
mid I hear she was making pooya at the 
Swamm^house on the left <f 'our lioes, a few 
nights since, to call down mischkf and pumsh- 
ment on you. There is one pcant on whkh 
you may set your miad at ease: Hall recog¬ 
nised her when she visited my Tsraudah the 
other day; be swears she lived with Joaes of 
die 81&t, she was fourteen; he spoke to 

her, and xvoaved him with all the ease of 
as old aoqssE&Cance. Her fat^, it ia true. 
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Via a SuUdarf but a PariaH; he got his pro. 
motion in days of yore when we looked less 
to ft Sepoy's caste than now ;—so, you see, she 
had z}o caste to violate. In every respect you 
are well rid of her, for, setting aside (he su¬ 
perior beauty of her person,^ she is one of 
the worst of her species 1 ever happened to 
meet, 

“ You here sui!ered IV much on account of 
'this uoh^py ai^ir, that your own mind has 
already suggeeCed more admonitions than my 
laay pen is likely to afford you. * Serioudy, 
however, my dear Wilmer, unfavourable as 1 
consider life in this country to a young mao's 
intellectual advancement, this inconvenience b& 
comes nothing ^en I regard the infinitely 
more serious depravity which it has a tendency 
to produce in hh moral character. Viewing 
Clones of this kind as, ^ evH> ^teceseary, bis 
uMal'sense very aocm becomes so obtus^ (hat a 
ricdstion of the boUeet sanetkms of dviliaed 
sodfty may come to be r^arda^ by him in 
the lig^t of a venial ofi^e^j^Hades, if no 
worse rrisult tine m be feaM^ the indmate 
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asaocUlioD with beiogs, the degradation, the 
refuse of theii sez,—having nothing of wocaao 
but the have an irresistible tfn* 

deocy to brutify heart and destroy the 
understanding. I wish no cadet came out be> 
fore he was twenty, and e?ery one married. 
If I had a voice in the legislature, I would vote 
to eatablisb it by Act of Parliament. 

I have concluded,se^ with an opinion 
worthy of a married man. However, as I hope 
soon to greet you a member of the fraternity, 
1 need not 'ap<&ogise for sendments, the justice 
of which I think you will at this moment znosl 
particularly approve.

Aubr^'s best,aalam. I know she feels more 
than dually well-disposed towards you just 
now, in the prospect of your providing her 
with a suitable compaoioD.-^. 0. b yesttt- 
day. 4lw«y»jM4uctiooJ If the aysteo goes 
on, we may eantaat ourselves ^ith corry and 
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Tic«, for ve sball get nothing beyond it. It 
would not become me, in ray position of Com-> 
mandant, to give evil counsel, otherwise I 
almost think I should advise a mutiny.*' 

Wilmet was well satisfied that he bad thus 
finally shaken off the trammels of bis culpable 
connexion, but he felt some of those unoom. 
fortable misgivings, if I may call them so, 
which iavariably attend the commission of 
wrong. He resolved to remain absent during 
cbe wb<fie of his two months’ leave, trusting 
that, the h<^ of separation once fixed, he 
should escape future annoyance^ 

He returned at length, with a thankful but 
not a joyful heart. Solitude waa always un¬ 
favourable to a temperament so predisposed to 
Delancboly, trad as intellect whose favourite 
oermees were in the ^ost mysterifKis depart- 
Bent of human cox^ectuse.

In bis solitary morning's walk she occasionally 
presented berself before him with proetratiou, 
aod tears, and all that U in fact “ part of ^e 
vocation" of her class. But when Wibner, by 
repeated reusiance, proved bicnseU ioTiilDer« 
able, and re»gned bis early sauntering abroad, 
ber attacks assumed a difereot character i ebe 
came boldly to his house with threats, violence, 
and outcries,-^ calling down veogeanca, sod 
cnenaciog him with the infliction of it.

eqmpcaee oC bis mind. 

At hogdk ooe cause of and agitation 
wae remo v e d . He retsdved a letter fnm 
Sophia. ‘ ^ 

** Tea, I un indeed coming to you, dear 
Fredoici i but i do not know fhat I should 
t 
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liave ventured on si^cb a step, unlDfluenced by 
the representations, I may add, tbe commands 
of my relation. Site advocates the measure on 
the grounds that you urge itr*^be saviog of 
expense. However, I will not now tsU you 
every arguTocnC that baa been advanced •, 1 
write this from London, as the date and the 
postmark will tell you, having been conveyed 
hither by my relation's brother and agent in 
this great metropoUs. I may consider, there¬ 
fore, that my voyage has already commenced, 
since I have quitted mj country. My passes 
is taken on board the — , which sails eariy 
in next month, and I shall have the advantage 
of the protection of Mrs. Z. on hoard, who is a 
frieod of my host's, and to whose acquaiqtance 
I have already been introduced. 

“ I bring with me, dear Frederick, a heart 
unchanged in warm affection to you, but, at 
present, aad and desponding. You wiU not 
find my person improved; hut if you think me 
paler and thinner, y 9 wiU remember that 1 
have passed through some suffering since we 
parted} and will not love me less for the diange. 


I ova, bowerer, that 1 vish we had ooc« mtt 
again, and aC lease resumed our acquaintance!’' 

Ah, how well 1 can understand that feel- 
lag, girl i” Mrs. Aubrey, to whom 
extracts of Sophia's letter were read. Pleased 
with the siippUcity, purity, aod afiection those 
extracts expressed, Mrs. Aubrey became more 
de^y interested in rhe future bride of her 
fnend, and prepared for her recepdon with 
a coosideradoD that regarded equally the feel¬ 
ings of SopbU, and the estimation to be' ob- 
taified for her from tbs world. 

OaptaiQ Aubrey had & brother at the Pre- 
sidsBcy, and he and bis excdlent wife found it 
particuWly expedient that (bey should visit 
him just at this juncture, so that, as they told 
Wilmer, they should be able to afford Sophia 
prcptecdoD and a home immediat^y on her 
laadiog. By this means also, they suggested, 
be would be spared the oecesdtj of applying 
fc^ ]eave, and incumog the addidotud expense 
of the journey. 

Wilmer ftit^bow deeply did he feel 1—this 
re^ kindoeae. la^MUfent as be was to greet 
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hj< Sophia^ he waa coosclous.of all tha addi- 
dosal respectabilitj that would attend bis 
UDioii» if she were receiTed hj Hrs> Aubrey, 
and made the journey to bis present igiation in 
her society and under her protection. Lover- 
like longings were not for a momeot to be put 
in competition with these solid advantages, and 
gladly, gratefully, he testi&ed bis assent. 

They depwted, Captain Aubr^ and Us 
family, and oeTer bad solitude seemed to WiU 
mar so sad, or time so tedious. Reading was out 
of the question, and he had few companions. 
Of those few, the want of intelligence was more 
apparent than ever: never had tbe climate 
appeared eo terrible, the country so unalluring: 
but even suspense, alLlingering as it is, and 
slow as are its haunted footsteps, must caase: 
Wilma received a letter from Mrs. Aubr^. 

*< The came in sight tbe evening b^Hw 
last; yesterday morning her passengers di»< 
embarked, and amongst them, Aubrey gree^ 
on tbe deck of tbe shi]^ your Sophia.

Wilmer <i^ M it hard to endure this 
hope deferred,*’ even whilst he acknowledged 
th€ wisdcan aod real Idodneas that prompted 
his Inend's desifost ha had, bovever, too 
much virtue^ and, peah^ps, too Bttle oourage, 
to ofiac any oppoathM,. aed he ramaloed so* 
whilst those three months wore1fBg»ingly 

It BBSt be ccofesssd his parimwe was re- 
warded hj fttqftmk iaUen &om Sophia: those

letters were indeed so deUghcful> that it dla; 
be doubted if he did Dot secretly acc^uiesce in 
the seotioeotf that it is vorth while to separate 
from the objects of attachment to expenertce 
the nt^uisite pleasure derivable from tbeir cor¬ 
respondence. 

Sophia eatne through the ordeal pure uid 
unsullied by one regret that she was the <le«> 
tilled bride of a subalterD. We pass drer the 
spleodid temptarioos oflered to her, and see bee 
at length safely domesticated with Aubrey at 
tbe head-<)uarters of his troop, and ei^oyiog 
daily the society of WiJmer. 

The day of their uoiou was fixed, and it 
was a week distant; every anxiaty seemed ba¬ 
nished from tbe beart of St^hia, in the fulness 
of ber present bappinesa T^ere was the de^ 
and luxufioua repose that succeeds tniBult and 
extreme agitation; ber hopes were c« tbe ere 
of realisation, and her wbhea seemed botrod up 
Id a golden certaioty. Wilmer, too, felt that 
happiness was all aroirod him, and if sometimes 
a shade ci mdancholy did cross his brf>v, or a 
thought of sadness'bis heart, the amUes aod

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teoderness of Sopbk speedily restored his trso* 
qtiiUity, if they did oot excite him to a Tivacitf 
mth «bicb> in truth, his nature was almost ub- 
acquuoted.

to the ease. Sophia aosd Wfltner had strolled 
throt^ ao amae bounded oo aithec side 
plantaWiA aod guaras, and they now reposed 
in an open veranda, iookiog out upon the 
gaitien before tham, filled with eastern shrubs, 
and plants, and fruits —tlie white^tbatched 
bungalows spe<^led around—the clear river, 
fille<i.irith the recent rains, each Hp^e crested 
as with a jawri^ as it redacted back the moon's 
; and if they sighed at cooCrastiDg the 
Oekabl ^haaictof du soetia'with tfieir ovnx 
Ebtr^ean hotu* tb^ *£dt ^ewiae that they 
were fagatAer, aod wished not, a^ed not, for 
ebn^. 
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Aubrey sod his wife joioed them, uni they 
conrersed play/uUy. Wilmer, ibr oace, cMmed 
to deliver blmadf up endrely to bappioea: 

he Vfts unusually cheerful, and whw Mrs. Au^

hrey afterwaide dwelt on that eveniog, she 
confessed that Wilmer was so unlike hims^ 
that his vivadty bad impressed her miod with 
a pala sdmost £ks an acute pang indicted on 
her body. 

By degrees Sophia became less animated «< 
but as the others, were conversing with great 
eagerness, her complete abstraction was not at 
drst perceived: Wilmer was the first to be 
conscious of it, and, looking in her face, hit 
own reflected back its ex&eme paUness. 

^ Heavens, So^^ia, you are very ill i" 

He clasped her hands In bis. They were 
cold and damp. Mrs. Aubrey, roused by bis 
evident alarm, rose also: ** My dear Sophia, 
what is the matter ?"

Medical ud was almost ioslaatly administer* 
ed. Wilmer, scarcely conscious of anything 
that was occumog. paced the garden, with bis 
hands pressed on bis hot brow, gaang upwards 
with his burDU^ eyes, sen able of pain and 
aaguiah, but borildexed wkere/sre and «%. 

Titere were eymptoos jzot to be mistaken^ 
but there were others as ioexplkable., ** What I 
cao cocn^Rwheud of this case,** said the Surgeoa 
to Mrs. Aubrey, ** threateos ncthiog fatal; but 
there are symptoms apparent that lead me to 
suspect the illness of our .patient to>bave been 
pcodttced by causes purely esteroal. Has riie 
eatoB saydiiag w(inl,riji,i i^tiTtlaiug more than 
is geenally^on your table 

** Nodia&g. I nwiabtf o&dnng)" said Mrs. 
A^breyr dseadfol^ nutated t “ ssrely, sorely, 
Doctor, you suspect nothing very—that is—" 
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** W« must eodMTouT to ascertain wbat baa 
been uk«D,'’ ba KturDcd evasively: I niU 
see Wflmer; p^aps he may be able to du* 
cidate wbat, I confess, embairassea me.*’ 

It wae some minutes before AVilmet could be 
made to comprehrad the nature of cbe quee- 
dons asked by the Surgeon. At length he add 
he had brought her some bon b9ns, in the in^ 
nufacture of vhJch one of his servants was vesy 
skilful; that Sophia bad frequsitly before 
eaten tbem, without aay bad effect, aud ts 
larger quantities, for she bad reserved a great 
portion of these for the children. 

Doctor y. desired to see what r^uained. 

'When they were prodaced, be e:taimi}ed 
several eloasly and minutdy.

But die boy was no Ico^r to be found; and 
DOW that discovery seemed at band, as is usual 
with natives of this class, each injlividual oi 
Wihuer^s household had something to disclose 
of the absentee, whi^ had never before beea 
suspected. 
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He had b«€Q Wilmer^a favourite attendant; 
hU dreanng-bof,—alvays about his person. It 
now appeared that he had also been so high In 
(he favour of the unfortunate aod guilty wo¬ 
man, formeriy living with Wilmer, that it was 
DO secret to his friW-aervaots that he was 
her paramour. 

Moreover, it was aacertmoed, that she had, 
ftw several days, been lurkiog is the neighbour* 
hood of WilcAr's compound,that Moota- 
nwny had had repeated iDterriews with her,—> 
and that oa one occaaioc he had gozte to sleep 
befm his master's returo from Capt^ Aa- 
btty's at night, beii^ inrosicated,—that be¬ 
fore be ^pt he had tdked straDgelj, and bad 
tdd them, “ never any good when Mistress 
come i^better not let com&;—Master good, 
4|uiet gentlemao ;~what for MisCreas want ?— 
Bot let come.” 

Tbe evidence was more than suffineot to 
co i i o b w ate the suapioiofn of Doctor V. He 
««a sure that ac«»e aoxiotfs drug or herb 
had been admnistered, smd with inexpressiUe 
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grief he tree oUiged to confess that the disease 
was beyond the power of his art. 

Warner admitted the coQvictl<^ m all its 
depth of darkness and of horror; Sophia was 
dying,>^nd llok by link he traced the chaio of 
the tragedy to the first moving cause,—hia own 
guilt. He was very calm,—so calm, that do 
opposition was made to hia being {^esen) by 
the dying couch of Sophia. 

The face was fearfully changed t the whole 
frame was collapsed In a degree that seemed 
the effect of years of disease, rather than of a 
few minutes. She smiled gently when she 
came conscious that Wilmer was near, butg^ 
nerally she lay in a state of quiet, resecnbliag 
torpor. 

Her hand lay it his,—passive and cold as if 
already that of a corpse, except when a convul¬ 
sive pressure and a correspondent cuntraodoo 
of feature, indicated a spasm of paio. To> 
wards the last her eye gained an eipressioo of 
strong crasciMsness.

lectual eje looked zciore brigbUj and canderl; 
thart ever, u it poured its glance of parting 
bvo 00 the one 1>eiiig who bad eitciced the 
fint—4be last passion of het pure heart. The 
lips moved, but ** WUsn^r was scarcely au¬ 
dible. Hi a arms eidrcled bar in an inetant. 
^ cheek rested against hers,—he fdt her 
bwstb pass sighingly over it* and the spirit of 
Sophia bad departed! 

As SOCHI as possible, after a long and danger* 
ous illness,‘Wibuer went Co Europe oo nek 
eertiHeate; hla kinsman was dead, and had be- 
queacbeef Co him a moderate competence, which 
enabled him to dedicate himself to the pro¬ 
found retirement he coveted. In a small bouse 
at Halle, once occupied by Madam Stembof, 
lived years afterwards, a mdaocholy mao, ge¬ 
nerally ooondered ineane, at once Running and 
shunned. The poor were w^ acquainted widi- 
Mm and hss haants, but, thoi^ he was sus¬ 
pected of as over great acquaintance with’ 
books, he was unkBtfwn both to the rich and 
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the ie&rned. Hie ool; atteod&nt vae Ibe nurse 
of Sophia, vliose fidelity, if be trusted her, 
w^a jQviolable, ibr be «raa uever betrayed. He 
was found dead one momiag in a little arbour, 
the erecdoQ of which was well knowo to have 
been a favourite asriusenient to Sophia Stern- 
bo:^ who had gone far away." He'waa 
buried in the adjacent chuicb*yard, in Che

Oo the cootrary, 
here, atffiaeni, the press is worthy British edi> 
tors, and does not disgrace tbe mother tongue. 
Therefore we ask ootbiog beyond actual en^ 
joyveDti but tbe security of its permaoence.

We have 
done with drinking,—and gaming is pronoos* 
cing its final icnprecations in blushful whiapets* 
We r«ad,-^we think,^aod we publish. Coo- 
TenalaoD, ac least, fairly contests tbe grouod 
with the bubbling, Dunauriog lullaby, of the 
soznoiferous hookah. Our women have got 
beyond cbe accidence of female intellect,— 
the fashion of a new turban, and tbe piquancy 
of tbe last LeadenhaU^tirtet notel, or ^soism. 
Scandal there is,-^ not so much or so loud as * 
of yore,—still enough to make an honest man 
bless himself that bs is not—wspurn.'

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A BIOOkAPHICAL SKETCE. 


AuoHosT the eery few females «h& b&ve siu* 
tuned a distioguisbed r6k in tbe generally sad- 
guinary drama of lodian History, tbo oaioe of 
Nourmabal stands pr^emioently conspicuous. 

Cbaja Aiasa, by a long course of trials, wa% 
reduced to the extreme ot pprerty and miMry. 
His despair assumed a gloomier character as 
the period approached which was Co add an- 
othM' claioaac to his afleotioQi—aDoCher human 
being to his care: when, to tbe reladoD of 
bandy he was to add that of /athtr. Ta3ent, 
probity, industry—all were in vain displayed 
and exerted in his iobospitable native clime. 
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Id TarUry, aa elsewhere, " a prophet hath no 
hbnour in his own country;* and deprived of 
hope,—«^wy resource Mmg,^he exchanged 
the few household articles which remaioed to 
hiffi, for 6\Kh as might best asNst and sustain a 
frugal traveller. Accompanied by his wife, he 
left for ever the land of his birth; and, with 
courage to meet, and fortitude to endure, the 
.perils and trials of his journey, he commenced 
the long march wbieb^was to remove him to the 
ibofe fertUe and more adventurous dime of * 
fi^ia. 

Cheerfully the pair proceeded on the wlier 
part of the journey, hut before (hey had com¬ 
pleted half the distance before them, the dread* 
ful conviciion smote them, that their stocit of 
provisions, frugally as they bad drawn on it, 
was nearly exhausted, and that famine was 
likdy to overtake them in the inhospitable 
tract through which they were uow passing. 

Ooaid any thing add to the bitterness of 
bub's feeiiDgs, in such a Mtuatipn,*—with sudt 
a pro^eot bdbre hire ? There was yet a sin. 
^ drop to fail into die eup of Gb^a Aisss 
• -% 
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the DiomeDt wae aC b&cd vhteb wu to make 
him a father. Overcome with ]uin and fatigue, 
hie wife had auak at the ibot of a tree, whose 
frieodij brancbee ehdtered her from the euo, 
and, in agony and suffering, from the contem. 
placion of which Nature shKoka, and the poe- 
sibttitj of the endurance of which philoecpphj 
might deny, she became the mother of a Uviag 
daughter. 

The £rst smile of that child iKguiled the 
* mother of the memory of her suflerings. Her 
attachment increased with her streogth^-i^ 
tigue, privation, want, were remembered bo 
mote i “ carrying her babe," she said, “ she 
could march ao easily!" 

The brow of (he unhappy Chaja Aiass daik- 
ened into unwonted steronees. Thv peovv 
sions had reached the lowest ebb; their utaUtt 
expeditiOT would not brlog them to Lubho ' 
habitations before they were completely ez* 
iiausted. His wife, weak, and sdll dck, was ill 
able to bear the additional fatigue of that bur> 
den which ber maternal fcodnesa trial to de¬ 
lude ita^ by pronounciag light. There wu

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no hope th&t she could afford her habj the sue* 
teoaoee it required; Tearioese, want, aod veak* 
ne&e, would speedily deprive her of the provi* 
SOD Nature aupp^ea. What was to be done ? 
It was 00 novel idea to an Asiatic to leave the 
cb^d exposed beoeatb the tree under which it 
was bora. But thenotberl Chaja Aiaas felt 
bis purpose shakeOf as he pictured the distress 
to which it would expose his feUow*sufferer>— 
bis more than fellow-sufferer. 

The BUD was abore the mountaiost when the 
bi^bBod, who bad wrought him self to that 
of resolution which enables the victim to 
efidure the rack with sileat lips, made pre* 
paratioDS for their march. His wife, with the 
child girdled to her side, arose. ** You are 
too weak," said Ohaja Aiass { *' give me our 
babe.” 

8he looked in his face, and its darkness fell 
upoD her spirit like an eclipse; a fear—a hor^ 
ror—a fall conviction of bis intent, pressed on 
her. Her despair seemed apaibj, os, unresisU 
jog and'pasNve, she obeyed his commands. 
The uaconsdous child lay smiling in his arms. 
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** It must b« r wd he, and) ae if fearful b» 
resolution should vaver, he depoNted it at the 
foot of the tree vhich had been its birtb-plaee. 

“Do not kill itT whispered the mother 
hoarsely, half uoconscious of that whiclv was 
passing before her. Ohaja Aiaas looked in her 
face i it seemed as if death had struck iL 

Scarcely less cold was hie own heart; yet, 
with the fortitude that marked bis whole life, 
^c did not swerre from aa act which be ba- 
lie^d necessary, and which, unhappily, in the 
moral code of his natioD, is hardly a crime. 
He supported his trembling wife, and led bar 
OQWarda 

She yielded to the impulee of hia aiut, b«t 
as she receded her head was turned back, and 
her eyes were oonslantly €xed on the ibmkea 
one. Cbaja Aiass spoke notooosolatioQ 
would have been mookery from kU lips, as to 
her heart. At length the winding of the path 
shut out the child and the tree which shadowed 
icj^tben, as if first compr^eading the whole 
reality of her desolation, the bereaved mother 
poured forth the passion of her feelioga.

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Tearing herself £eotn the supporting arm of 
her husbandf she fell at bis feec. She hashed 
her head on the earth in tJie wild madoeu of 
hee agooy. She s< 2 pplicateii>->sbe meoaced,—' 
she adjured him bj his god>—and with dread¬ 
ful imprecatiooe oq herself if she failed to fulfil 
her TOW, she swore aerer to abaodoa her ebild, 
^0 remain and perish with it. 

The r^lutJOQ of Ohaja Aiass failed. His 
own anguish was awakened into a Toice and an 
etpression, by the pc^onate grief of his wife. 
** Be trangnil,” he said“ if the child dies, 
we will die, I will return and bring it,” 

In ao instant her ^rieks were hushed. The 
sof^ hope of a Toother's lore flowed hack, on her 
heart, and brightened through her tears. She 
sat OD the ground, her eyes £xed on the re. 
ceding form of her husband, and, when be was 
no longer Tjuble,-wtn that point of ibe land, 
scape where he bed disappeared; and in her 
tender longing for the certain preseoce of her 
child, she forgot that the storm of desolation 
had threatened her. 

Cheja Aiass meanwhile came Id sight of the 
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tree. His eyt rested on iU root, but the o1>< 
ject there wes stmge and iDccmpr^Kodble. 
It w&s not bis childit vae a mess «bi^ in 
the dieCaoce seciued shap^ese. WiLb vdoged 
steps and a beatiog heart be approached. 

Oh. horror!—The child urai there, aod look¬ 
ed up soiiljngl;, even as it laj aoiidn the foul 
folds of a black and loathMme snake, that bad 
writhed iu.wboie length round the sneet body 
of the babe. A wild-^oud shriek burst from 
the breast of Chsja. Aiasa* The reptile reared 
its beadits folds were rapidly unbound, and 
in terror of the unseen enemy, it glided aicidst 
the jungle of the forest. 

Chaja Aiass remained as if rooted to the 
earth. lo bis eyes tbe flight of (be soake, and 
the safety of his child, were infrnrnlOTit), fhr 
effects of the imnedisle and supernatural inta^ 
ference of bis god. Tears fell from hia eyes 
be raised bis child from its dangerous reeting- 
pUoe, and with a thousand caresses, pouring on 
ita bead blessings innumerable, be carried it to 
the impatient mother.

In confirmation of all these high-wrought 
espectatioDs, before their supplies were entirely 
exhausted, just when fear was verg^gon appall* 
log certainty, they came up with a party of 
rrareUers, who charitably admitted them into 
their company, and bestpwed the aid t8^t had 
at length become necessary. 

Without farther difficulty they accomplished 
their journey to the capital of Akbar. Chaja 
Aiass was taken into the sereiee of an Omrah 
about the court, into whose confidence, his 
talents, fidelity, and integrity, Readily ad- 
xaoced him. At length the monarch himself 
distmguubed lum, and through rvious degrees 
of promotion he attaioedsAe post of treasurer 
of the empire- 

Meanwbile, the child so miraculously pre- 
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$«r?ed bad been educated by Ch^a Aiaae bim> 
self, with A care and atten^oo immeasurably 
exceeiiiag that bestowed od eastern womeo gA* 
Derally. Her expaosioo of intellect,—her 
proTemeot iq the lighter acco!nplisbmAt% re> 
warded tbe assiduity, and justified ibe doaUag 
fondness of her father. Her personal beauty 
as far exceeded that of tbe geparaliCy of womeo, 
as ber intellectual accomplishments; and, tbe 
favour estended by Akbar to Cbaja Aiasa Ten¬ 
dering his albance as desirable as the graces of 
his daughter rendered it attractive, she was be> 
trothed at an early age to an Omrab of ranb 
and disfinctioa at court. 

The Siiltao Selim, the son of Akbar, sot less 
iban his father favoured Chaja Aiass. Weak 
in intellect, indolent, and edemiaatis, .he re¬ 
posed on tbe superior mind of tbe treasurer, 
with a confidence that spared him all tbe fa¬ 
tigue of refiection. Occasionally be saw tbe 
young Kourmahai, and enraptured with her 
beauty^^)erbaps also allured by that evident 
strength of mind which offered aid to hb own 
iuerUiess,—be demanded ber io marriage, and 
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pl«dged bimself for the grstlfied eoncutreace of 
ibe Eap^ror. 

But Kourmahal was 1 >etrathod. Chaja Aiass 
explaioed bis dilemma t0 tbe prince; but Selim, 
saaguioe id the aucceaa of his paasioiif engaged 
that tbe joterference of Akbar would secure 
tbe coDsent of the Omrab himself to tbe breach 
of the eoga^emefit; and, woo by bis impor. 
toftity, iofiueoced also by bis ambitioo to see 
tbe daughter fulfil, by becooiiog tbe wife of 
the future soyereigOi tbe high destiny to which 
be bcUeyed her early and almost miraculous 


prese f vstiop bad dedicated her, Chaja Aiass 
consented that Sultan SeUm should implore the 
iRterfortaoe of his r<^al father. 

But Akbar was too just to permit tbe pas- 

a 

aioDs of his son to change the laws of his em- 


1^, or to ioterfere with the cuatores of his 
peofde, Tbe vise monarch knew too well bis 
orrti influence, to bo unaware that hia inter- 
forHioe woold be comptilaiw os hi^‘?^Btrah, 
and that tbe mere bint of b» vi^es b«ng 
oonstnnd into cn^manda, would lead tbe be¬ 
trothed brld^room to yidd in sufatnisaioD that 
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to which, if free, he would have m^Dtained'hls 
indefea«ble right with life. The pnncelj loTer 
bore his disappoinimeut with a burning haaYt; 
but ChajaAiass appJ^ded the equity of his 
roaster's decision, and the marria^ of Nour- 
inabal was ehortlj afterwards completed. 

Akbar died, ond SoHin ascended the throne 
ofBelhL 

Selim—or Jehangire, for, on his eleradon to 
the sovereignty, be assumed that magoificeot 
title. Signifying “ Kcoperor of the World, 
had not forgotten the charns of Nourmafaab 
The sudden crush of bis hopes in the oloment 
of fancied attainment, had rendered pas* 
sion the more violent, aft bis fesoludra 
tually to attain bis object became the more de- ' 
cide^ from the silence he was compelled to ob- 
serve regarding it. 

But now, to a monarch all Ihings were easy, 
and if the ardour of bU love was perhaps dissi¬ 
pated in the voluptuousness of the Zenanab, 
bis devre of regainlog that of which be deemed 
himself wrongfully deprived, and of punishing 
the Omxsh who bad been the ioaoceot cause 
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of bU di3app(riotmept> was the more iotcnse. 
Tbe Imsband of Nounnahai was sept, hy the 
express command of the Emperor, on a mis' 
non so hopeless, that he felt be bad received 
his death’warrant. The treacherous purpose 
of Jehaogire was mswered. He deprived him¬ 
self of a faithful servant, and was avenged on 
a too fortunate rivaL 

Nourmahal received the tidings of her bus- 
band’s death with a beating heart. Perhaps at 
this moment her ambition was first awakened •, 
aki^tAW ia no distant per^ctiv^ ber union 
widsttahang^, and her consaqaest aaoendancj^ 
in tba Mate. Her heart probablj was startled 
at tha earliest approach of such imaginings;^ 
shocked thus to shake off the memory o^the 
mtrderfd. Yes; Nourmahal was not for a 
moment blind to the fact, that the desperate 
Aisaton on which ber husband bad been sent, 
Was a soue for his life,—and that the disap- 
pointed pasuon of Selim had fired the train fot 
biadeatrUotion. 

Chaja Aisws was high in the &vout of his 
ouAaroh. Smperor rdied ou the stvength 
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of b» UD^entAoding and the multiplicity of hia 
resources, with all that unquestioning futh 
which had tendered Men the confident and 
friend of Sultan Selim. Still holding the post 
of Treasurer of the Empire, he was, io fact, ia 
all measures of difficulty, the secret couoseHor 
of the Emperor, and incomparably the roost 
trusted. To him Jebaogixe first spoke uf bis 
wish, that Nourmahal should reude in the 
palace; and Chaja Aiass, whose respect for dro 
memory of the Omrah was probably lost in- 
the prospects of aggrandisement to bim^f 
aod bis family, which the antidpated ioBueoce ^ 
of Nourmahal promised,—received “ the b. 
tiroalioD of bis master’s wishes, as a law wbkb 
it became not his servant to dispute ” 

With a bounding heart Nourmabai ^tertd 
the apartment of the Zenanah which was appro, 
priated to her. Visions of the enjoymrat of 
unbounded power,—the thought that henceforth 
the fate of a great empire would principally be 
regulated by her,—afforded so much mental 
occupation for the first few days after her trr^ 
val, that she scarcely regretted the abs^ce of 
i. 6 
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Ae Emperor. But whea weeks passed away, 
aod be made do effort to see berwhen sbe 
beard of bim only as baring refused to make 
that provMoo for ber support which befitted 
tbe rank of bis SuUasa,—sbe was for an instant 
oterwhelmed with consteroation and dismay. 
But ber mind was too haughty to lose for any 
long time the power of grappling with its des- 
tiny, and too active to be subdued to torpor. 
Sbe aroused herself, and commeoced the assidu* 
Mrs eultivalioD of those talents in which she was 
pre>enuj)eoe. 

Her exquislto skill in embrMdery,—her per* 
feot knowledge of paiotiDg,^were put id requi> 
ntioQ to manufacture arddes of luxury and 
degance, Uie sale of whkh might afford her the 
means of dect^ing l^er apartment aod her 
persoD, with all the e^jendout that befitted ber 
>aQk. Nor did her effisrte relax during’'the 
yean ia which Jebaogire persiatad in bis 
traesdioary resolntion. Every day witnessed 
the creadcma of ber needle and her pencil, vying 
with each other only in bnUianey ackd beauty 
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Btt owe the oraameot and the adniiratkin of (be 
vhole court. 

It was perhapa quite oonristent vith the 
irnkoess of Selim's character, that the complete 
attdoment of hie object,—tbe r^noval of tbe 
Omrah, and the poatesdon of Nourmafaal,*^ 
should diminish or aouihilate his dedreforit. 
All obstacles bariog disappeared, die prise he 
had ao ardently coveted, probably loat in bia 
eyes the powerful attracdcmB it had once po^ 
sefised, Former favourites too would aealously 
aim at occupying him with their alluremegta, 
lest a powerful rival should be devated on 
their min. And his indolent spint, coateot to 
know that abe was within his readi, was pro* 
bably beguiled without didicuUy into decllBisg 
au interview with her until eventually she bad 
almost passed away from his thoughts. 

But now every tongue found a theme of 
praiee in the accomplishments of NounnahaL 
Chaja Aiass, disappointed as be had been in 
tbe destiny of bis daughter, was still favoured 
by tbe Emperor, arid beard on all sdea eno^ 
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Diuois 00 the productioDS of her skill &od io> 
dustr;. Not \ong could Jebangire be igoorant 
of that which inccwaotly occupied the imagiim- 
cioD, and furaisbed the coovemdon of those hj 
whom be was constantly surrounded. His 
vanity was gratified by bdog the possessor of 
her !Q whose favour all seei^ed agreed> and that 
vaoitj stimulated bis cvinoncy. Before the 
close of that day he had TiEiCed the apartments 
of Nourmahal. Boraptured by the glow of 
her beauty,—proud in the conviction that the 
whole world cotomended bev accompli^ments, 
^his pasdoD was mkiodled in more than its 
or^nal vebooence, and from that bopr the 
aepmn e dominion of the favounSe Sultana was 
aetablisbed. 

Cbaja Aiass felt, at leagtl^ that tbabriliiant 
destiny whi^ the mixaculoae escape of the 
babe had predicted, had been realised, in tbe 
deradon of tbe woman,—r^ncad, aod was sa* 
ttsfiad. By the infloeoce his dau^ter be 
vaadevated to the Visarit, whilst biB two sods 
were 5>lacad lo tbe first rank of Oorahs. 

Tbeir elevation, though ongznating in an 
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unworthy source, mi^ht have reflooted hoooup 
on tbc wisdom of the most ssgscious monarclL* 
The adminUtradon of ChajaAiasa wasdibtiQ* 
|;ui 8 b*ed for jusdce, taleot, aad succew;'^tha 
reins of the empire were in his hands, for Jebai^ 
gire, iotcsicated with bis passiMi for bis wife, 
resigned himself wholly to the fnflueoce of her 
diarms. NeTerchelesa, the roice of the people 
spoke cofiteat and gladaess, for the mimster 
was their judge sod protector. Neither were 
men envious of the eievatioa of his sons; their 
moderation disarmed envy, and th» prudence 
secured esteem. 

During the seven jeai’s that Chaja Aksa 
held theVizarit, the iodueoce of Noucmabal, 
unbounded as it was over the mind of 
gire, was disarmed of any peroieiouB effects. 
But, at length, the upright minister dosed his 
extraordinary life, leaving behind him a nao&e 
long holder) in veneradoo by a people grat^ 
ibr the blesuogs that bad marked his ministry. 
The grief of the Sultana waa unbounded. The 
best affections cd her heart were devoted to het 
father. Admiratioo of hit talents,— g r o tICude 
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for bU B«aiduou 8 cuItivAtioQ of her own,— 

sped for big integnlj, — had efBectuallj re> 

slraioed the exercise of the uDhcnited power 

she poMeased over tbe Emperor. Her cbarac> 

ter ^00 VBs softened bj its s^mpiUby In the 

charities of human adiDity j— she was redeemed 

in some degree from the cold beartlessoess 

ndeCog from the possession of supreme domi- 

Dtoa)*—bat with his death the restraiot was 

rmaored. Although gratified that her brother, 

Aaph Jab> was, by her* desirey oodBiated as 

die Mcoeaeor to the office aad digoitiee of his 

father,—aware, likewise, that his taints were 

worthy of the son of Cbaja Aiaas, she bad not 

that babicual revereoce for him,—that instbo- 

tive respect which makes us veil our very 

selves in the preseoce of superior intellect 

united with uoiiDpeachable iotagritj, in our 
✓ 

desire of preserving tbe appr^^atka we feel 
necessary to our happbe^— which bad encom¬ 
passed her spiHi in the lifetime of her father. 
She gave tbe Tens to her ambitaoD, and allowed 
free indulgeoce to every caprice her passioos 
or her haughtiness dictated. The oev minis- 
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ter sav, and treml>Ud for, tbe mischief to the 
state that might result from the tyrannj of so 
indomitable a temper. He rentured a Teinoa> 
Btraoce> yflnoh was recelyed with disgust^ and 
with an imperious mandate to perform tbe 
duties of tbe Vizarit, and to witltbold the least 
iotarferenee with the wishes of tbe Sultana. 
Asiph Jab submitted is alenoe to an erii for 
which the imbeoUitj of Jehaogire promised 7)0 
remedy, and set himself Co perforci sealouely 
the dutiW of his exalted positioo» aod coun- 
(eraeC as much as in him lay the evda which 
could Dot effectually be prevented. 

Of the sous of Jehangirei Shah Jehan was be 
who possessed those bold and eoergetia quali* 
ties ^^eceasary to the Character of a prince. 
Domestic disaendons had embittered the life of 
the Emperor, who, beyond all thinga, coveted 
the enjoyment of indolraee. Chuseroy bis fiisC> 
bora, had beaded a rebellion against the royal 
. authority, and was now confined in a fortress 
in Malwa. Puitm, hie second son, governed 
Caad«sh, residing at the capital wi^ sJI the 
splendour of a sovereign. Of an easy temper. 
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inherited from Jehuigire, he hed little skill in 
the conduct of an army, or curbing the fiery 
spirit of itd officers. lo a conflict with Ameer 
Sing, the R^a of Odipore, he had, by his want 
of ability to remedy the difficulties that encom¬ 
passed him, been compelled to retreat to 
Ajmere wifh copsid arable loss. The Emperor 
himself hastened to that city, and sent Chirrum, 
hia youngest and beet-beloTed sod, into the 
mountains to prosecute the war. The event 
covered the youthful prince with glory, and 
gave him an ascendancy over Purves, which 
sabaequeot events confirmed. Purvez, with 
the bad success which was always attendant on 
hia vsrlike efibrts, was again engaged against 
the princes of the Deccan, and Chirrum, new- 
naned by bis father Shah Jehan, “ the Kiog of 
the WorU,” was sent, notwithstanding the re- 
pesmitadoos of Asiph Jab of the danger of 
dius opeoly preferring his ^oitogesf-borD, to 
H^MTsede Purves in the coimaaad of the 
fiwces, Porres yielded what be was too indo. 
KeM to cmatestj wd CAabJeb^ with that 
prudaoe which, equally with hit 
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rActerj2«d him, secured the glorj of termi- 
Mtiflg the war, by liateoiog to the terms of 
accommodation offered by the eoemy> and re> 
moving every difficulty that threatened the 
amicable tenDinatioa of the contest. 

An interval of thirteen years etrengiheced 
the mind; and confirmed the ambitioti of Shah 
Jehac. After the lapse of that period, the" 
princes of the Deccan, lulled into security by a 
long peace, violated the engagements on which 
that peace was founded. To reduce them to 
submission, Shah Jeban was despatched with 
an immense force. The allies had already 
taken arms and had crossed tbeNerbudda, but, 
on bis approach, terrified by his numbers, and 
intimidated by the remembrance of his former 
victories, tbey made peace, and retreated. This 
event confirmed the ambilious designs of Shah 
Jeban. Chusero, bis eldest brother, so long a 
prisoner, had been released at the request of 
Shah Jehao, and permitted to accompany him 
on hie expedition. This prince was secretly 
asaasdnated, and suspidon loudly accused Shah 
Jehan of instigating the deed. Jehangire 
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adopted (he general opiDioD, and commanded 
hie son to hie preeeoce. Shah Jehan rec^Ted 
this aa the signal of revolt. Beljiog on the 
derotednesa of hie Ctoope, he openly threw off 
hie allegiaocef aeeumed the royal titles, and ad> 
vaoced to attack the Emperor. Bie rebellioo 
ended in compleU defeat. Deserted by his 
l(^owefs,^&realtm) by hie /rieDda,^he who 
bad been so date of bearc in prosperity, sank 
beoepCb ^e rererea, and a letter to Jebangire 
was the herald of his contrilioa and endre euU 
Biiaaon.* The Emperor, with the cUmeacy 
ottural to his (haraotor, pardoned him, but 
oommaeded him to r^wr matanUy with bis 
family to A^a,^^ mandate which be contrived 
to dude, aod to trav^ as if id quest of amus^ 
meat, through vatiptis puts oS the empore. 

U<^libet, d>e aucecMful geaml, who had 
praaerv^ tlu thnioa, az^ probsddy die life of 
his meeter, was reguded hy the haughty Nour- 
atabal with fedinga ef hatred ^t were embit- 
twed by every accfwaon to hie iuce. He was 
eae of the lew who did aot owe his elevatioo to 
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h^iaflueoc^; and not to b« the creature, was 
to be eoToUed amoogst the eoeouea of the Sul¬ 
tana. She eought by every artiUce to avaken in 
the breast of Jebaogire, that jealousy of superior 
tnmt, the common vice of mean miod^ She 
represented the danger to his sovereignty which 
might result from the high reputation of hie 
victorious general. She acted the part of the 
dark e^tit with the Jewish monarch. Can¬ 
not he who preserved, also deprive she asked. 

Will not he who has the power of pladng the 
crown where be pleases, find it best befitting, 
himself P Shall the slave hold in his bands the 
desdny of the monarch ?*' Jehangire listened, 
trembled, and believed* Successive orders to 
resign various commands, were followed by a 
mandate to present himself before the Emp^tw. 
Aware of the weakness of his master's mind,— 
<^*the eupreme iofiuence of Nourmahal, and 
her hatred of himself,—Mob 4 bet represented 
the inconvenience to which obedirace would 
subject him, and requested permisaioQ to 
main. ** la the Emperor now satisfied of the 
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tr«ASOD of (he sieve —asked Nounnahal, and 
an imperious order for his immediate appearance 
waa issued. 

Mohibet wavered no longer. Five (housaed 
lUjpoote, who bad served under his banner, 
voluoteered their attendance, and with this 
escort he hastened to the imperial camp. But 
ere he bad actually approached, he was com* 
manded toh^t, until be had accounced for the 
expeoditure of the Bengal revenue^ and for the 
* plunder acquired by his ansj io (be late action. 
Moh&bct> humbled in the dust by this indignity, 
sent bis son'sUaw to the camp of the Fmperor 
to exonerate faira from the imputations with 
which be was assailed. Instead of listening to 
bis defence, J^tngire, whose anger became 
fierce in proportion to the injuries he was com* 
oSeting, received the mesKoger with every 
mark of indignation. He was treated with all 
the indignities that can be infiicted by oriental 
despotism. Having been daspeakd of his gar¬ 
ments, covered with rags, and suficred the pun¬ 
ishment of th| bastinado, be was driven from 
the camp, pl^ed backwards on a wretched 
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t4ttoo, and exposed to the insults and scoffs'of 
tbe populace^ always ready to sveli the current 
of royal vengeaoce. The indfgoation of Mo> 
h&l>et was roused by the account of the con¬ 
tumely to which his soodo-Uw had been com¬ 
pelled to submit, and he prepared to areDge itv 
and wipe away the stain that had Mies on the 
honour of bis family. 

Moh&bet withdrew his faithful band from 
tbe immediate neighbourhood of the camp of 
the Emperor ;~aheltercd by an eminence near 
the riTer Jieluin, he remained a few days in 
quiet watchfulness of the motions of tbe royal 
army. At length he saw symptoms of imme¬ 
diate movement, and the foremost bands passed 
ibe rirer, whilst all were on the* march, save 
the royal household. The rear of tbe troops 
had crossed the river, and the tents of the 
Emperor and bis rednue remained still pitched. 
Moh4beC, with part of bis Rajpoost, sallied 
forth; they rushed to tbe bridge, and destroyed 
It, thus cutting off (he royal anny from the 
power of returning. Proceeding to tbe teot of 
J^sangire, be secured tbe person of the sov^ 
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rdgD, ud whilst he effected this first object, 
Nounnehal escaped. 

Asiph Jah, the faithful servaot of a weak 
master, on the following day put bicnself at the 
head of the aroiy, and endeavoured to ford the 
river. Mob&bet received him on the oppoute 
ba&k, and repulsed him with great loss. Qo 
this complete defeat the army dispersed, and 
As^^b Jah took refuge la a fortress on the 
Ailock, which, however, he was speedily 
obliged Co eurreoder. Mobibet, too virtuous 
t^beap iodigBidea OD the bead of the uoiortu- 
Bate JebtaguWy SMOMd to ibrgeC tbe iojustice 
done to busself, and paid his maater every 
hoQouT cocaiat e nt with bis safe keeping. The 
Saparor, do losgar ejLposed to theloflucace of 
Houraahal, confessed that be bad too harshly 
treated his feithftil and vietorious servant, and 
MAtoet oMtemplated a near period vrheo, 
wMiout endangering bis own safisCy, be might 
restoie bis sotwega to perfect ^bertj. Nour- 
msbal, bovem, who had tak« refuge at 
est oat to rejoin cbe £inper<r. Bo. 
cetving tidings of bar desgn, Mob&bet sent 
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forward a party of hi a follovera> as if to coDsd' 
tute an €Mort, by which meana be had a coiu 
slant ^ard upon her actiona. Aware that her 
realoratioD to Jebang^re would be followed 
by her absolute ascendancyt aod by measures 
wbicb would probably lead to struggles that 
could tennibate only either ia the ruio of huo* 
self, or in the depoaal of the mooareb, he has* 
teoed to the presence of Jehangtre, and accused 
Nourmahal of serious crimes The attachment 
of the Emperor required to be sustaioed by tbe 
eoDstant preaeoce of its ol^ect, and a 
moiitbs''separation bad eonsiderebly weakened 
bis afTection for tbe Sultana. In her absence 
he had learned that ha could live very tr«i> 
quilly without ba*, and that she was by no 
means necessary to bis existence, or even to Ms 
enjoyments. Reyirided to the remonstrances 
of Mohibet, and ngned tbe order for her 
execution. Mbhhbet carried it to her. She 
received it with stem composure. Her mind 
seemed always to gather strength in great 
emergeuciea. She said, “ My enemies triumph, 
and tbe stars have decided that I must die. 
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Nevertheless, I have been faithful to the Em¬ 
peror, and for the years in which we have 
lived together, I desire to see Iiitd once more. 
Then deal with me as you will,*" 

Mohibet, reepectlog the courage that cha¬ 
racterised her, granted her request. He had 
no fear of any evil result. Jehangire had be¬ 
come iodiiferent to bis former idol, and, more¬ 
over, was naturally desirous of maVing a sacri¬ 
fice which him little, to the wishes of the 
Eoae who ^aid him prisoner. 'Nouroiahal pre¬ 
pared barKlf for her visit. Attired with deco. 
rum>huC divested of all her omaraenCa, «ith 
cheeks bedewed with tears, aad with downcast 
eyes, she stood in the presence of the Emperor. 
No word passed her tips, and as she slowly 
raised her eyes, she fixed them on Jehangire 
with a ghmee of lender reproach, which, at the 
suBe cima, expressed rather a melancholy reso- 
lu6oD, than n a^Mal to hia cm^aaaioa. Her 
preaccCe bad avakenad i&, foe haart of the 
vrofllaiKt^ pme9 aU those antoiaoTU which had 
readosd her former mpice WDboooded. She 
seemed to ban more dcsAsable thao ev^, a» she 
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appeAred oo the verge of final departure. Her 
eyes peoetrated his heart with a ihouaaod aen- 
timeota of love sod compaasion. Deprived of 
ail loaaicry of bimself, he burat ioto a paa^n 
' of tearS) and elaaped her in hit arrat. 

»<Mobhbet,” he aaid, ‘‘Moh&bet, have you 
die heart to aUy this woraao, and to break 
your raatter'ai See her taart-**behoId aiioei 
Shall th^^sball 1—weep in vain ?''-‘^Tbere 
waa a pause. 

** The Emperor of thh Moguls must not ask 
and be denied," said Mobibet, and from that 
moment Nourmahal resumed her royal state. 

Mohibet did not long detain the Emperor 
in confiaemeot. In a few months he restored 
to bim «}tire liberty, and generously confiding 
in the gratitude and the promises of hie maeter, 
he dismissed the greater part of his own faith¬ 
ful adherents. But be miscalculated the 
str^gth of Nourmahal’s passions, and h# 
strong tenacity of purpose. To her former 
haired of Hoh^bet was superadded a deure of 
vengeance for the peril in which, by his means, 
she had been placed, and for the insult that 
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hfid been offsr<.*d to her person in being brought 
to the camp of the general aa a prisoner, AU 
her iofluencef all her arts, vere employed to 
induce the £isperor to order the execution of 
his former generous enemy, nnd now faithful 
subject; but in this soUtary inslaoce the virtue 
of Jebangire proved itself capable of redslaoce, 
Aware that his refusal had only led the Sultana 
to adopt the expedient of asaassina^on, be bad 
the justice to warn Mohhbet of his danger.—^ 
The unfortunate waniSr, eatiaded that icnme< 
diate Sight off»ed the only means of safety, 
hasuned from the camp, unattended by either 
a fdeod or domestic. Prodamadoos, at the 
instigation of Nounoabal, whose thirst for 
vei^naBce became the more intense when she 
found its ^ect had escaped, were issued to 
goveinm of pcovinoes, and to all persons bold¬ 
ing official jui^iction within the dominions of 
the £mperQr» not to harbour or asust the fu. 
gitm, oa petil of treason. Thus proscnbed,. 
Mohibet reaolted on a measure wbic^ indi¬ 
cated ,as mud] megTMiiBi^ is Uosself, as be 
ascribed to the penmi to whom be meant to 
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iatrust bimBelf. He ha&teMd to tbe tent of 
Aiiph Jih, disguised, and under sb^ter of a 
moonieu night ;—piaoting hiiri&clf in the pas* 
sage that led from the tent of tbe minister to 
the apartments of the females, he remained 
until he was discovered by the officer of the 
guW. This man, od ascertaiobg who ad¬ 
dressed him, conducted him, as he requested, 
to theVUier. Adph Jah, long wearied and 
disquieted at the <x»istant bterrupdon bis 
wisest and most beneficial designe received 
from the baneful czerdse ofhis aster's infiu- 
ence with the Emperor, received Mob&bet with 
assurances of protection, and concealed him in 
a place of security. A dose alliance was 
formed between them, and the resolution that 
Jehan^re was incompetent to conduct tbe 
afT^rs of bis kingdom, was acquiesced m by 
both. Pnrvez resembled his father too closely 
to promise to become a vigorous or an useful 
sovereigns end tbe confederates determining 
that Shah Jehan must succeed Co the throne of 
Delhi, separated, and Mohhbet proceeded to 
tbe court of the Rajah of Odeypore, there to 
. u g 
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await A favourable juncture for the execution of 
thar plan. 

Natural evenU forestalled their designs 
Jehang^re died a stroke of apoplexy; and 
after a abort contest with Shariar, the soo of 
Jeliaogire> who had married the daughter of 
Nounoahal by her Urst nuptials, Shah Johan 
was placed on the Imperial throne. History 
is silent regarding the future fate of Nour^ 
mabal. She sank into the obscurity which the 
perpetual imprisonment of (he widowed f^ 
males of eaatera princes naturaJly casta om 
tbrir latter days; or she perished in that 
riaugbter by 'which Shah Jehan cut off the 
whole male population of4he house of Timur, 
iMivehisown so&s, thus oetablisbing himself in 
unquestioned right and authority on the throne 
of the Moguls. 

She has a^ed, however, if not “ to pobt a 
moral,” ” to adorn a tade»” for poetry baa cast 
a faalo touad bee name, and nyde her so dear 
to the Dsagination, diat «« regret the aeverity.

and a small grore lif e^greens aod flowering 
shrubs shades it from the road on the other. 
Westward, tb^e is a vell-culdvated and or* 
derly garden. The milk‘bedges are out ecru* 
pulou^y, and trained with great atteodoa to 
appe^nce, and with condderable success 
The drive up to the bouse, and the broad 
pathway round ita verandaba, are smooth and 
clanly, like a grat^walk b an English gar* 
den. The fragrant mandy bounds one ^e of 
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the aTAUe, and loads every gale with its 
hawthora-like perfume. Yesr h awlhorD*likei~ 
at leastf it pleases one to faocy the resemblaoce, 
which may pass very well hert. If it crowned 
a violet-bank at bom^ indeed,-»bot why de> 
predate the shrub by the compacison? We 
may be grateful for its actual sweetness, and for 
the thoughts it brings of spring^tide eveniogs, 
sod pleasant, parsdisa-like £dds and sbrub- 
beries,—far, far away. There is no vegetation 
innediately suxroucdiog the house: there is 
a plain, at least tea yards square, entirely 
bare. But this is healthy t, jt tsots the atmo> 
sphere with no iflalaria; it threatens no fever, 
and it harbours no rousquitoes. The house 
itself is oval, thatched, low>roofed, and with 
grey walls. A verandah entirely surrounds it, 
supported by cbunammed pillars of the most 
cleanly white.

Doctor Paul canoot be under forty, or, ac 
most, a year or (fo. Hia U just chat eoQ. 
|^:cioii ou which one is quite sure that die 
climate has produced no effect; he is not one 
of those whom these suns ha^e parched and 
ahriTe]Ied into a look ofpreruatur^ age. Hie 
facoTS suffused with one dot of—what shall 1 
call it?—It is nether nor red, it ap¬ 
proaches more nearly to the farmer; but is 
quite free from all those associations of too 
great coDviviality which one is so apt to attach 
to complexions resembling it. His features 
are sharp and booked, his for^eai retnaU 
log so exceedingiy as to give to the form 
of his head the appeereDce of & oaxicaiure. 
His figure and limbs are long, lanky, and loose; 
som^iody called him the original of Dominie 
Sampson. Hie eyes are gmy and keen, with 
just auffdent obliquity to give a cast of the 
comic to his pbysu^oiny. In discussimi, his 
naoner becomes Tebecoeot and loud bey^td 
all rule, and his geatieuladon proportioaably 
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violent. He hae cone of that patieoce of 
att«iitrao‘" which characterised !4apoleoD. He i» 
mtless as soon as bis oppooeot be^os to advance 
hia proofs, and, unable to bear the irritadoo 
of coDtradicdon, be iatemipte with an abrupu 
oess a)id violeoce un pardonable in any person 
who bas not (he apology of originabty, and the 
privilege of 6eing privileged. But then Boc* 
(or Paul 15 really the most excellent person! 
so ready to do a good office! His errors are 
attributed to tbe contractad sphere in which his 
early life was passed, to tbe deficient ad ucarion 
riiat was bestowed oo bim. His accent is al.. 
ways Scotch,-^wb& he is warm, it becomes 
so; and then he bas an assortment of 
Preccb and Latin phrases, which, though ah 
ways pioperly applied, are so disguised in tbe 
pronundation, as surely to he beyond tbe recog- 
mdoD of those to whom they are, or were, tbe 
mother tongue. OccaaonaHy, too, be iodulges 
in Jt^asooian phrase, stiU gufltlese of Mrs. 
Milaprop^a no, but maslaDg tbe words in such 
sounds as n^t have added to th$ confusion of 
Babel, and wbkh o^tauily have tbe ^ect of 
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giving one trwt^of the sublime to liU seoteuc^a, 
—they are obscure. AQ his knowledge has 
been iicughi oui by himself, and he probably 
values his acquirements tbe more, (hat they are 
so thoroughly bis own properly. Nature has 
bestowed on him ’her higher gifts with a nig¬ 
gard Itaod; but she baa is some sort compen¬ 
sated for her n^lect, by endowing him with 
a perseveraDce that knows no fetigoe, ud 
dreads and is deterred by no obstacle. His 
acquaintance with ladiaa sodefy has not lend, 
ed to enlarge his views; and perhsps, take 
him for all in all, there never was a mind of 
equal strength, so overstocked with prejudices 
of all kinds, shades, and descripticQS- 
From his age, his length of service, and the 
unusual circumstance of bis always having been 
attac)3ed to one corps, the young men look up 
to him as the father of (he regiment, and fly to 
him for advice and asaistaoce in all their diffi¬ 
culties. He is liberal of both, and the distress¬ 
ed invariably leave his door with a lightened 
step and a more cheerful heart. He inveucs 
excuses for them to their creditors, and if these

effaces the ImpreBSion of the purest coin> he 
dnyee avaj the dun hy too much^'* PAtah> 
p«di r* as the; term it, and keeps triumphant 
possessioo of the field until the next mooth. 
He is also the general scribe,—the dictator of 
official appiioatioDs for leaver and apolo^es for 
neglects, aod explanations of errors, in abort, 
persona] staff to ever; iodiridual ofBcer> who 
ctHisequenll; deems Father Paul, as the; call 
him, the best friend be baa on earth, and 
prett; cearl; the cleverest fellow in the world. 

Although the ver; appearance of Doctor 
Paul is an antidote to senriment, yet there is a 
little romance in bis histor;; indeed, what 
hotnan being lives, who caabot cull from the 
commoii’places of his existence some short 
rtod, that seems to him in after-days as pas¬ 
sage through £airy4aiad? There were hints 
aod aurmiaea, gathered from his own occasional 
allusions, and from the recdleciioos of his ear¬ 
lier frieada, of a» attachment, imbibed in his 
very boyhood, when, a peasant-boy amongst 
• Chsitw. 
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peasants, be sunned himself vith his father’s 
she^ on the hlihside, or the banka of a 
burn, shaded b; a mass of leafy trees. 

It seems that Doctor Paul had been a nekly 
cbfld, and so weak as to be unfitted for labori¬ 
ous employmeats, which awakened the charity 
of the rilla^ Galen, vho bestowed on him all 
his own skill i and then his motber was a fax-off 
cousin of the laixd's,—ao diat by degrees J>octor 
Paul was put in the way of higher attain mats, 
and in process of time came to India assistant- 
surgeon, to pludt the gold moburs, and return 
to Scotland a Nabob. Sut this is anticipation. 
The attachment of bsa boyhood began and 
flourisbed under circunsiU^ces quite d la wadt 
de Jeanie I>ean6 and Benbeo Sutler, and the 
fair indulged dreams that lasted soma years., 
Bu^be persuariona of some ruiai Sumbiedikea 
were more effectual wfth Doctor Paul's fair one 
than with her prototype. It was (he old history 
of woman's ficklaees,—and the wim pronounce 
* it the origin of all the baaalesa pcculiaridts 
vhkb dktinguish (be foreaken. Wheoever 
he speaks of woman, it is to depreciate her; be 
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affects to look down oq her intellect, and to 
consider her, en moraUj hy no means too per¬ 
fect. But then he socoptradJets all this bitter, 
ness of speech bj his actioos! In the whole 
cantonment there is not a map more attentive 
to the other sexj-^more careful of their comfort 
—asd in their indispositions the kindest of me¬ 
dical atteodants. So that, despite his misan* 
thropic tioge, be is alwajs considered a lady'i 
man, aad ^ployed in the thousand little ofices 
appropriated to the character. 

He is a great admirer of Blackwood, and an 
eathustast i& hie eulogies of the ** Noctes.'^ It 
i£ euspeoted that he makes a study of the shej^ 
herd's part in those colloquies, &r he quotes 
sentence upon seoience ad if^nitvm. Id his 
secret heacthebes pronounced a ban on theEdin. 
bu^, into the pages of which he n ever glaqpas; 
but be baa so much natanclityy that if an un. 
forruaate Eoglssbrnan disparages Review 
evee,so sUghdy, Doctor PaaPa Scottish feelings 
atw htmediately up ianms against the offend¬ 
er, at whom he vooferates with a vebemepca 
aad psnevenace that would be almost is exces, 
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if employed in tbe defence of hii deereet friad. 
Hie eyee kindle, and his complexion deepens to 
crioieOD, whilst his accent becomes almost loo 
broad to be comprehended by the ears 
tbe southron, if he were not asasled by tbe 
recollecdoD, tbat no ScotchcDsn can allow an 
Englkhmao to speak slighdagly of th^ co\in* 
try, and, notwithslandiog & difference of pc^ 
liiical faitb, the afot^eud Edinburgh is con* 
ridered by all parties as a national property, 
with which profane bands are not to inter, 
meddle. 

Dr. Paul is a great diner.out. He has al¬ 
ways more inTitadoos than any other pefaoo» 
and finer declines except oo tbe ground of a 
bon&fide pre-engagement. He ia a favomite 
guest at tbe mess, where he talks at pleasure, 
generally having the field to himself, and coi^ 
scioue that the warm applause of hie audience 
follows biro. He sings toOf^erery thing that 
Burns ever wrote, capable of being baraonized, 
and much that he never did write. All his 
soi^ have a touch of (he sentimental b them ^ 
—aee songs, of the school of Dibdia and 
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InoledoD, being his abcmination. His ear is 
correct, but h>s taste,—however, being of no 
school, it is originaly and his harmonious oro^ 
laenta please not the less because they are more 
amusing tbaa elegant. Ahogeiber the play of 
his feat ures,^bis gestures,-^ve such uoiver* 
sal delight, which it boots not to analyze too 
closely, and Doctor Paul is so frequently so¬ 
licited to do honour to the wine, that be re^ 
tire* io a condition of great comfort and 
altation, always terminating his visit with a 
speech of desultoties, connected by a link of 
eulogy on himself, which is the exuberance of 
his own barmJess vanity, and draws forth 
thunders of applause from bis gratified au* 
dience. 

On the whole, Doctor Paul is quite a chara^ 
ter,—to be placed in the compoute order, the 
component parts being, little education, Scotch 
feelings, strong mind, and Indian society. He 
bdongs to a specil? never found in £urope, 
because be is the produce of circumstances that 
have no esiatence there. This imperfect sketch 
hUs fax ^tort of faia daims to-attendonto be 
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justlj Appreciated, he muat be intiaatdy knonn. 
Howeyer, though unfinished, the likeness is ac¬ 
curate, and will be recognised b; aU who beioog 
to that numerous and respectable body, the 
fnends and admirers of Dootob Paul. 
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Whit an excitement agiute? the whole po* 
poladoo of an up-counti^ atatioo at the ao- 
jKHiiicenieat of a Ball!—what a auccesuon of 
hopes and feats smoogst the subalteras ex- 
pecUot of xQTitatioQs! lo India the position 
of the sexes, as far as regards public entertain* 
ments, is exactly reversed ; ladies are as much 
recherthcet here as beaux ia England. Qua¬ 
drilles must be danced, aod there must be an 
adequate proportion of females to daooe them ; 
therefore she who is t^suing her cards, lAat- 
era may be her own preteoaions, or her fasti* 
diotmess dh ordinary occanocs, Is under the* 
oecesdty; of vsiving all her Ejections to U 
pbaaaMvttffi! bidBOueuegs; ^vrteen stones; 
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execrable Eoglieb, or French precieely as 
good i and a host of atjocitie8> which render the 
poueseors ioAdmlsdUe at rnoming-calla, in* 
eligible at dinners, but—/oufe de ckoisy^fmn^ 
tial at halls. The list ofnaunes rDsscuIine is 
conned, however, mtb very coosderable sera- 
tiny i when abundance offers itself to the sele^ 
tion, people can afford to be critical. The ua- 
fortunates are quite aware of the ezistiog state 
of things, and'know themselves between the 
horns of dilemma,—either to ^dure.wlntps 
and caprices of no common extent, or to take 
refuge in the pride of disdaining the so^ty of 
womaokiod of all descriptions, at dinner, ball, 
or supper, monung-call, or evening-drive. This 
class, however, ia not nuoierous, and the great 
majority of the cantonment were relieved on 
the present occasion from condderable ansietj, 
by learning, after ibe issuing of a few cards, 
that Lieutenant-Colonel &d Mri Parke meant 
to quite a general thing of it. Every 

heart, tberdbre, was at Ub^y to dwell on tbe 
aodoipated delights of tbe evening, accorditg to 
its own peculiar inode of enjoyment. 
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OQ due reflection,” seid Lieutenaat- 
Colooel Parke, looking wise io propor> 

tioa to bis weight, It wiH be adeiaable to 
ask eyerjbody. I maif be rernoved, you koow, 
Aune, aobody can say bow soon; and who can 
(ell whai corps I shall get next ? And at my 
dme of life, Hre. Parke, it is better to be on 
amicable terms with my officers: you under¬ 
stand, Mrs, Parke f—A word to the .wise,— 
huiuph!” ^ 

* It is a pity you did not come to that cod. 
^iusioos«nier,*’ said Mrs, Parke, amiably, ** for 
eytfy officer ^owrr has sent a refusal, except 
Grampus, who goes anywhere for a feed 
gratis,” 

“ I don’t care,—so much the better," re¬ 
turned Lieuteoant-Colonel Parke sulkily; my 
young men vaot a few courVuardals amongst 
dtesi, and X 'll see if 1 cen'C bare (wo or three 
uf ^em in arrest before long, 111 have them 
aOtto squad driQ, and see how they'll like it, 

Mra Parke tuiued away, half in a pet with 
her ** mod^ for all Colonels, past, present, and 
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to come," as bis mutioeere collad him, aid half 
a&gry at the defiance implied by the d^cUMng 
of all the oxcart of tbeir own regiraeot except 
Mr. Grampu9» who bdeed, as Mra. P&rke bad 
elegantly expressed itf vent eaywhere for a feed 
gratia. 

She looked oeer her notes vitb all the baste 
the difileulty ahe fonod in decyphemg any 
person's auto^apb that was less than the 
magnitude* of round hand, permitted. Mrs. 
Parke 'had great disadTantages to contend 
willi: some ** old Parke had picked her 
np at a cbarity-scbool at Calcutta ^—some 
hinted that her childhood bad beeri spent under 
aus(»ces much less unexceptionable; diere 
were many and divers reports afloat, but one 
point of accordance existed amongst alk^^Mra. 
Parke was originally Aobody,—had bad mao- 
ners,—moat unforgivable awkwardness of’ad* 
^ress»—unusually plmo parson; and if this bad 
not been a period of particular dubecs in the 
cantonment of » > all the world then agreed* 
that her acceptances would have been coafined 
to the canailU. 
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As it was, however, Mre. Parke had nh 
cause to be dissatisfied with the receptloo of 
her invitations. Acceptance foUowed on ac« 
ceptance, and notwithstanding a few indignant 
riungs of temper at \he insolent r^usAli of 
our owfC officers, she addressed herself, in 
very pleasant mood, to effect the necessary 
preparations. 

Two large field-officers' tents were pitched 
in the compound as supper-rooms. The ball 
was ** to be dedicated to the votaries of Terp- 
adiore," as the newspapers express it Tl^s 
cocA had 9ped^ instructioos i the butler was 
lectured into the most nnconditional stu|^ty; 
and Mrs. Parke prepared, and her tailor exe¬ 
cuted, all the furbelows and fripperies she had 
gathered to be fa^iooable from the ** Maga- 
iin£ d€s Modes” which lay on her table, the 
Ifttesf number of which was only twelve months 
cfid. 

The evening canie;^be moon wss as bright 
as Indian moons at the full goieMllj are. The 
ball was nearly cleared, the^tente were oeariy 
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Aimisbed. Mrs. Parks was dressed, muck 
to ber own satis^tjoo, ia a waist to har hips, 
and a petticoat fuUed sod sUflened iota tha 
digui£ed rotundity of a hoop, and douuced 
over two-thiids of iu loo^tudo. A vast pyra¬ 
mid of roses aided con»derab1y the imponog 
effect of her appearance, and she looked to 
the fuU as weU," Cornet^itberby uid, ** at 
coitid ^ trpected.*' 

The guests were ail collected, and the band 
having preluded a few flourishes, remarkable 
chiefly for their originality,—-no alight merit 
in these degenerate days,—a double set of 
quadrilles were formed, and active operadov 
forthwith conunenoed. 

The tars of Midas seemed quite the f&sbkm; 
—there was such scrambllog, and pushing, and 
shoving, and directing,—now in Fren^, now 
in Etglieh patou — ^ Chassez d h droite’’—' 
SaUatei '—“ BoZasM*’' —“ 3Wn your 

partner” — “ Right and left’’ — ** Gitwe*'* — 
“ Doi d dost my dear Mrs. Jooea—hadt co 
back"—“All out!"—“How provoking(;!•»- 
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Begin Again*’—** We can't manage ‘ the Lan¬ 
cers i' ”—Push—scramble—shout—shove—&c. 
&c. kc~ 

However, there was plenty of mirth,—jokes, 
—laughing Dot quite witluo the limits pre* 
scribed b; Chesterfield,—and perhaps, except 
io a few instances,, the blundering of the 
daoccrs promoted ap hilarity that was much 
better suited to the tone of the souety than 
grace or decorum. Everybody told Mrs. 
Parke that it was exceedingly delightful;— 
aod just before supper there was a country- 
danee, wbit^aftnded Lieutenant-Colonel Parke 
the means of displaying his agility,—and the 
youDg men shouted their applause of bis Harle- 
quioades, and called him ** a fealhtred ilfev- 
CBryv”—and in tie “ very witching time of 
night,’' supper was announced, and, the ladies 
beai^ duly cared for, there was a rush as of a 
wirirlwind by the remnant, in the direction of 
the tent. 

'Hie tables were covert—were groaning 
becaatb the daughtered hecatombs. It was a 
feast fit for Hocnec’s beroea ;>^otarie8 hare 
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been gathered to the ^*^ears before the Flood" 
since anj thing resemhliog it has been tf’ 
forded bj the hospitality of “ merry Baglaad." 
Soup of kinds—mulligatavoey, md vefoii* 
celli, and turtle;—huge turkeys and hngec 
hacnsi—barons of beefsaddles ofmuUoo; 
-^geese} and all manner of tame of 

pickled pork, and peaee-pudding^—diesa wtn 
the delicades that tempted the ^petitea of la. 
dian epicures. Two or three ultr^faibioniste, 
Just imported from cold and ky Europe, stared, 
and turned a little pale as they bbsled the 
steam arising from the variona “ savouries"— 
swallowed a jelly, and a biscuit, aud a ^aa of 
winebut tbs rest of the party addressed 
themselTes valiantly to the work of devaati^ 
tion. They drank beer zo huge tumblen,-^ 
men and women ^^hey ate of the beef, a&d 
the mutton, and the pork, and the turkeys, aad 
the fowls, and they closed with real Muanl. 
iflauni curries. The punkahs were fanned 
manfully in all directioDs, nsrertbdess they 
wa^ed warm t each guest had one or two of 
bla own servants in attendsDce, so that the 
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teilu trere crowded to suffocadoD* and, as 
somebody said afterwai^ds^ tliera was fixed 
air enougK within the walls to prore that 
aoimals may exist tbereio. isdeed, the atzocv 
sphere was » purely artificial, that the removal 
of the viaods exposed the organs of the senadTe 
to attacks somenhat more offensive. 

There was a call for ** a song from Colonel 
Parke," aod the gallant LieutenanUColontl 
Parke, in obedience thereunto, put on a couiv 
tenance that rendered him fit to exhibit as the 
frontispiece to Colman's Broad Grins,"’ and 
addnssed lumself to the task iocouticeotly.— 
He sang—no matter for the name—suc4 a 
song!—And ^^plause wae vociferate, and the 
ladies laughed, aod looked well*pleased, ex¬ 
cept the two or three lately imported; who, 
Mrs. Parke declared, gave ihemsehes a great 
many airs. And then the females returned to 
the balUpocsP, m the Colotri politely gave 
“ rite liodiesyend die geotlemon rttoained to 
make theinseivea better qualified for the cam^ 
pai^fog that was €o aueeied. 

* In proeeaa of rime, dMdng re^mmeoced, 
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And the scrambling and laughingaod Todferat- 
>Dg were more emphatic than before. And 
thej whirled in the Spanish dance, until some 
became giddy, and others stumbled, and Mben 
feU- Then there was a iwnd supper,-^ 
griUs, and stews, and lukewarms, and ccdd, c( 
which the majority of the ladiea partook, and 
dancing waa raauojedr-reeia and country^ 
dances, until by the aid of l^uent cefresWngs 
of negus, the greater part of the lofHer aex 
were in a condition which admonished tb«ir 
gentl<r partners, not only of the propriety, but 
of the absolute necessity of a retreat. 

When they were fairly deposited in tbek 
various vehicles,—tonjons, or palautviaa,—t 
scene of upwrious revelry commenced, of 
which it is needlese to depict the details— 
Bursts of the coarsest lau^ier repaid jeste at 
coarse,—toasts and tempests of applause,-^ 
songs and thundering knoob upon the taUe,-*- 
led the way to a third supper, before tbe ter- 
rainatioo of which, passes, bottlee, dishee, asd 
viands were fiying about io aD directions. Om 
by c«e tbe guests walked off, or wse oanicd 
VOt. I. V 
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accordingly as they lost or retam^d 
w power over their ausclea,'—and so the glory of 
Lieuteoaot.CoIocel and Mrs. Parke’s ball, like 
all other muodase glories, passed away. 

Not ao the memory of it. • The most mirllw 
All of the guests were hy do meaos the least 
backward io expressbg their censure of the 
vulgarity aod bad taste that hsd marked the 
whole proceediog. They ridiculed the sup* 
per,—the daodog,—the dresses of the ladies, 
—«od Mrs. Parke herself above all others. 
Her person—her manoer—her estraTagaoc^* 
her temper,—a&rded io sucee»oo matter of 
cofidemnatioQ. Some of Mrs. Parke's very 
good-natured friends, wounded* that she should 
receive such a tecoupaDse for. her hospitality, 
were careful to repeat as many of the cen* 
suriog aod censuraU^ remarks, that were dying 
in ail dlreetioM, as they cooid possibly gather. 
Poor Mrs. Parke ^hed over herib(ly, aod 
was loud end inoesaant in'her lamentations to 
the Colcael Uiat so many rupees had been 
wasted oo iu«h dreadful h^^tates. The Colonel 
made a gesdculatioD ejt^aaalory of bis anger,— 
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wheih^ at Mrs. Parke, or ibe gueais, or both, 
19 a mysteiy that has never yet been sol vea i and 
it iras observed that the introduction oi this 
subject, for many days afterwards, never elicit- 
ed from him any other remark than that which 
hie intimafee understood to be conveyed by his 
pithy and empbatic “ humph/" 

But all mortification and bitterness disap. 
peared from the amiable bosoms of Lieutenant- 
Colonel and Mrs. Parke, and they basked in a 
halo of glory emanating from that fotiotain o( 
intelligence—that most luminous of all jour-*

In accord¬ 
ance with' our plan of paying tribute where tri¬ 
bute is due; we conceive we should fail greatly 
io our duty to our readers and ourselves if we 
neglected to notice a splendid ball and supper 
g}<pen at i pore, by Lieuteaant-Colonel and 
Mra. Parke, to whom ibe whole cantoomeni 
are iodebted for various preceding acts of boa* 
pitality.

likely that a negli^oc or igoorant ryot should 
be permittod to continue a tenant of the soil. 
Coudiah bad been an indulgent and oonse« 
quently a wise landlord; be knew well that the 
cultivator; ground down by ngorous exactions* 
had neither the industry requiute to produce 
the full proportion engrain* nor tbo hope 
cesaary Co animate his exeriioAs. He knew 
that the improviog condidoD of his ryote was 
one grand easuranoe that his own coders would 
be filled ;^Ke calculated accurately, that he 
who tasaa man's labour beyond hla power, 
will in the end lose all by his vain attempt to 
grasp too much. He knew, io short, that no 
Zemindai' could prosper in the midst of a 
starviug tenantry. 

But Coudiah's life waned apace, and (he 
sun of his days was shortly extinguished. His 
MO succeeded him, aa holder of the district 
but Goupaldoo inherited only the wealth of bis 
fathtf» low of inheritance unfortunately 
cm aecuR rite legitimate descent of wisdom, 
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and oftaa the foUJea of the child scatter dust on 
the grave of the parent 

Goupaldoo loved ease better tbao ^ything 
!0 the world. He had been Xnown to eacrifice 
to it Che mdulgence of hie darling propen^e. 
To sit on the cushions that covered hia re. 
randab, gasng out upon hU own broad lands, 
and enjoying the odour of his kaleeac, wbllst 
its hubbliog lulled him bto dreamy stupor, 
‘"was to him the acm4 of felicity. To such 
a man, consequeiitly, a minister—a fac.totam, 
^ a steward—was absolutely necessary; and 
Kish amah, baring passed through rarious gra¬ 
dations of servitude, finally attained the post of 
distipccioD. 

Ki^iamah was aa indefatigable as his master 
was iodolenC. Keen, astute, ready-witted, he 
contrired to render erery erenC subaervieut to 
his own joterest,»ao object of which he oerer 
for an instant lost sight. The adraniages 
which bis position afforded, were by no means 
thrown away on perception. He knew well 
the means of oppreeslon,—of ruin,—within hie 
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po««r» and the ryota vere oot lopg in b&vipg 
this discovery forced op them. Very soon 
aisD it was veil understood that Kishaiuah vaa 
accessible to a bribe, and that he wbo could 
give most largely, might ipsure a favourable 
conrideradon of kit case, even if justice lay 
altogether with his opponent. This accessi* 
bility led the unfortuoate ryots to the coqj> 
misrioQ of frauds and outrages on each other, 
—to the indulgence of the spirit of Iidgatiop 
so ucbappily general amongst the Kiodoos,-^ 
for every man overlooking the fact, that his 
adversary might ofier a higher bribe than be, 
believed that he might purchase on all ooca- 
aiooa a decision in his oivn favour. Of course 
the result was alvays disappointment to one 
of the conteodlng pBcties,*>-in many instances 
despair. And it aoop became a truth paiofully 
apparent to tbemselvea, that from having been 
the iBoeC prosperous, the happiest, and the 
most COP tented cultivators of the wh<^e large 
district, those In the nearer B^hbourbood of 
the Zeoaodar were decidedly dhs most vrvtcbed 
and most uofortimate. 
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There wai me dwelling, however, wh«e 
peace aod plenteoueness eCill inbahited. It was 
the abode of so much pureaod deep a^doo, 
that it seemed as if eveiy ungentler guest were 
excluded theoce for ever. It stood somewhat 
apart froio the group of cottages belonging to 
the other villagerait had also rather a broad¬ 
er front, and its walls were freshly cbuoamised, 
and its roof was neatly and securely thatched. 
Its interior arrangements were simple in the 
extremeit was divided by a mat of the pal- 
mira bark, which screened part of it from the 
eye of the intruder. Its furniture was scanty 
as the vrauta the Hindoo;—two sleepiog cots, 
with setringes and palucnporre, in the inner 
apartment,—a few cushions, as arbclea of 
luxury,—the usual proportion of bras cooking 
vess^ and chattiea in the outer, completed the 
whole of its garniture. Still, comfort—bappi- 
nesa—existed here, for here waa an abundant 
provision for many luxuries compatible with 
tbeir inartihcial halxts. 

It was the abode of an individual of the Raj¬ 
poot caste, who bad lately married a girl of hia 
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©■WD tnhe. Adjeii Siag possessed a person di^ 
ciD^ished for its peculiar efreoglh aud beauty, 
and the lorelinessof Tulrah, his bride, made her 
more than an equal mate for him. They were 
both orphaos, and every separate affection of 
their hearts seemed gathered into one strong 
feeling of absolute devotion to each other. 
Adjeit was a discharged aipahi, and his merits * 
had recommerded him to the notice of the late 
Zemindar, who made him putail of the village. 
Whether from his owo superior skill^ or, as the 
eavious said, from his better luck, every thing 
to which he eel his hand prospered. The 
change of Zemindars had not affected his pros¬ 
perity. Free from the litigious spirit of his 
neighbours,—iooffensjee, and known to be the 
possessor of strength and courage to assert his 
own rights by his own personal prowess,—re¬ 
spected also from the position be held,—he 
pursued bis usual course of harmless existence, 
unmolfisted by U>e most mischievous. Teiider* 
ly earrfiil of tiie cwofort oi Tid*ah, he redout 
led for Chrir common sopport, and 

permkted hs «rt to perform smy of those labo- 
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riouB vhieh were usual to th« females of 
their rank. It was his pride to think, leheo 
tolllDg beneath the mld*day sun, that abe was 
securely sheltered in her shady nest, cot in* 
juring her slight frame by drudgery, nor eo* 
countering the rude gase of Coarse aod ?ulgar 
men. Adjeit was, as 1 have arid, a Kajpooti 
and to him, therefore, the esposure of bis irife 
was an event to be deprecated and averted by 
every possible means. 

Their habitatioo stood apart from the village •, 
indeed it was so shaded by a large latnarind- 
tree on one ride, and by Its garden of plantains 
on the other, that Tulrrii was accustomed Co 
seat herself under the shelter of the former, 
to enjoy tbs freer breath of the erauog-air, aod 
to watch with her huabaod the retiring lif^t of 
the yet glorious suo. In these re^oos the 
twilight is so short, that there seems oo resting- 
place between day and night ;^but then, to 
compensate the poet or the mao of melancholy 
Sot his disappointment, the moon rises so bright* 
ly, so beautifully, that be, of this cbaractm*, 
who stands in that softly brilliant light, might

more gansh suo. Sucb a wish was sometimes 
even pronouDced by Tul2ah, who had do more 
poetry than nature usually bestows on tl 
young, and no melancholy save when Ad* 
remaioed absent longer than his woot; and such 
a wish she uttered ooe evening when with Atm 
she sat beneath the shade of the broad tamarind- 
tree, watching the last red streaks of the day 
on one side, and the epleodjd rising of (he moon, 
perceptible through the opening branches of a 
tope that lay between Tulzah and the east, on 
the other. 

She had scarcely heard her husband's laud¬ 
ing censure of the absurdity of sucb a wish, 
when a piercing shriek burst from her lips, and 
before Adjeit could ascertain the cause, she 
had covered her face with her drapery and 
fled. 

That cause was not, however, long unex¬ 
plained to the startled husband. Slanclingm 
the shadow, light opposite to the spot wbere 
Tulzah bad mdiiied, Adjeit recognised the 
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forms of Goupaldoo, the zeonndar, and bis 
prime mioister Kishamah. 

He wandered w^y they were there; but !t 
waa not for him to ask> and they received and 
returned the usual saiam, without expecting 
an inquiry or dreaming of an explanation. But 
for many hours after they had disappeared he 
was busied in Tain attenpta at assigning some 
probable motive for their presence. 

Re koew not that the one only stimulus 
capable of rouung Goupaldoo from his indo 
lence, vros his passion for beauty. He knew 
not that the grace of Tulaah, carefully as she 
concealed herself from common eyes, was the 
theme of many. He knew not that be was an 
object of hatred and je^ousy to Eishamali, ia 
whose path of prosperity he appesired as Mor' 
decai appeared to Haman. He knew DOt> there¬ 
fore* that his ruin was resolved by one who 
always tracked bis victims to destruction. 

A few moons waned* and where was Tulzah? 

_where was Adjrit f Alas I those moons had 

shone <m scenes of much suffering and degra- 
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dation{ Adjeit had lost hi» little chiefuio- 
ship: Ms cattle bad dJedj his property had 
beeti destroyed by iD?i«ible means; bis house 
bad beeo burst down; he bad bees bribed by 
Goupaldoo to gire him bis wife; he, a Raj p o ot, 
had been bribed—he, of the tribe of the lion— 
(0 dishonour bis name, to violate bis caste, to 
volunteer for infamy 1 Bnbes, promises, all 
bad been disduofuUy rejected, and be pressed 
hie beloved and feaiftil wife to b!s heart as he 
voved rather to devote her to death. 

Tiilsah disappeared, and the unhappy hus> 
band, desperate and distrusiful of all creation, 
sometimes harboured the suspicioD that she 
bad volantarily deserted him. It was in the 
tilence of the night that be bad been bereft, 
and if violence had attempted such an outrage, 
would not a shnek,—a cry for rescue from her 
Ups,—have roused him from the deepest slum* 
ber that ever steeped his senses f And above 
aB, iHien the rumour of his loss was carried to 
tba scsaiadar, he had immediately sent out a 
body oi mes is all directions to aid in discover- 
isg wbitber Tnlzah bad been conveyed. He, 
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therefore, wu guHtlesa. He had, moreover, 
eodeavoured to console bim with the assur&Ke 
that he should be restored to hie former office, 
that things might yet wear a better aspect, and 
ofiered aid to rebuild his little dwelHiig. But 
Adjeit accepted it not: wbat was bis dwelli&g 
to him when rbe light of it was gone f 'What 
could prosperity ^ve, wbea she, for whose sahe 
it was precious, was removed utterly from hJs 
sight ? Oh, oo! Ail things were hateful to 
him. He turued with loathing from the oheer> 
fuluees of the suo i be shrank with disguat 
from the gaj flowers be had used to gather 
for her. His food was swallowed hastily aod 
scantily, to satisfy the mere cravings of humas 
nature. HU persou was o^lected; his beard 
had grown ever since her disappearance. His 
futures were shsupeued,—bis eyee auDk,^)ia 
cheeks hollow,—kia person stooping and lean, 
and his footsteps fe^e. Ris usual occupatioBS 
were neglected; bis days were spent In a search 
wluch became more hopdess every hour i his 
nights passed in restless and uoeoay sleep, or 
JD unquiet wandering round the neighbourhood. 
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Id ehorf, th« nWaf^n, who scarcely under- 
siood that the mere low of a wife was one of 
such great magnitude, aod who were themselves 
accustomed to endure all the evils of destitu- 
tioD, began to look on him aa one under the 
dominion of on evil spirit. 

It was Che deep aod dark midoighf. The 
moon in her wane had not yet risen, and tl.ougb 
the stare and Che planets studded the heavens, 
Che objects of earth were scarcely distinguish¬ 
able. Adjeit lay under bis tamarincl-tree, as 
of old, and he gazed up at the sky as if he 
reproached it with bis woes. Sleepless and 
disturbed lie lay, and his thoughts were with 
Tulzah, aud he deemed himself alone, 

But he was rrof alone. There stood near 
him another human being of small stature 
aod slight form. But he kijew it not, until he

and he felt that there was but one who would 
thus have called on him. 

He arose insteotly, breathlessly. He saw 
not hia ot^iamon, but bis out.strelched hand

He raised her forcibly from the earth, and 
be wildly covered her with kisaes. The faint 
moon ririog shone on her altered face, aad 
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toM him id bitter agoa vbat the destrojer had 
inflicted on her. Again ond again be em¬ 
braced her—Thou wert true I” he cried, 
“thoO wert true, Tulzah /—But tbou art dia. 
honoured, and, Tulzah, thou must die 


“And for tbst I sought thee, Adjeiti” she 
cried, *‘to (ell (bee I must die i To tell thee, 
too, thj Tulzah hath drunk her last drop of 
life, and tasted the sweetoess of rerenge ! The 
dog slept securelf at my wde, and with bis 
owD crdss I stabbed him as he lay^ within 
the waUs of his own tent, as he despoiled thy 
roof, waa he despoiled. I stabbed him twice, 
yea, thrice, Adjeit ?“thus—thus—thus f 


The weapon had been concealed beneath her 
drapery, and now he opposed not the dreadful 
work of death. 

“ Tbou hast spared me a sore task, Tulzah," 
said be calmly, as he lay beside her dying 
form. “ Id truth, thou hast died bravely; ie 
was well—(Act thou hast dooe, is w^ J* 
Beneath 4e tree he buried the body of Tul* 
aah whsaw U lay. And be arose aa the day 
dawned oo the oampletioo of bis work, and he
